H. H. H. BERLIN-BOUND DESPITE ASSASSINATION PLOT 

DESPITE THE ARREST yesterday of 11 German plot¬ 
ters who. Berlin police said, were conspiring to assassinate 
Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey when he arrives in Ber¬ 
lin. the American Veep went ahead with his scheduled flight 
from Bonn at 1:30 p.m. (7:30 p.m. Boston time) today. A 
tight security guard was set up to guard against disorders 
during his motorcade from the airport to Berlin City Hall 
and during the Vice President’s tour of the city. 

Berlin police said they uncovered evidence of the plot in 
the homes of the 11 arrested leftwingers and uncovered weap¬ 
ons. The raids came after unconfirmed reports swept the 
city that extreme leftists were getting tear gas bombs from 
Communist Chinese in East Berlin to use against the visiting 
Humphrey. 

CONG USING CROSSBOWS IN DESPERATE FIGHTING 

VIET CONG GUERRILLAS were disclosed yesterday 
to be using crossbows, rifles and Claymore mines in des¬ 
perate attempts to bring down U.S. jets and helicopter gun- 
ships attacking Communist forces throughout South Vietnam. 
Other Communists were surrendering in record numbers. 

The Cong kept on losing men in fresh fighting. Military 
spokesmen said at least 154 Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
were killed in widespread clashes in South Vietnam.

Model Cify Plan To Provide 
Super-Services For Slums 

A so-called “model city” program will be under¬ 
taken next year by about 70 municipalities throughout 
the United States, including Boston, if Congress ap¬ 
proves the appropriation of federal funds for this pur¬ 
pose. 

While the probability is that Congress will endorse 
the program backed by President Johnson, there is no 
assurance that this will be the case. 

One reason for the doubt as to whether the pro¬ 
posed program will actually be launched is that some 
Congressmen are uncertain what the reaction of their 
constituents—those who are not in a “model city” area 
—would be to some phases of the plan. 

Most people apparently know little or nothing 
about the contemplated “model city” program. They 
assume it would be similar to the urban renewal and 
rehabilitation project being undertaken in the Washing¬ 
ton Park section of Roxbury.

An estimated 150 million 
vaccinations will be per¬ 
formed during the 5-year 
course of the West African 
project. At the same time, 
an estimated 30 million 
children will be vaccinated 
against measles. 

Training programs for the 
50 American staff members 
of the Project are underway 
at CDC. Their training in¬ 
cludes principles of mass 
campaigns; surveillance and 
assessment; principles of 
field epidemiology; develop¬ 
ment of preventive medical 
services in West Africa; geo¬ 
graphy, history, sociology 
and political structure of 
West Africa; instruction in 
maintaining vehicles and oth¬ 
er mechanical equipment; 
and an intensive course in 
French for those going to 
French speaking nations.

assist a specially selected 
veteran police officer. 

In the course of his assign¬ 
ment the cadet receives val¬ 
uable training and experi¬ 
ence in virtually all phases of 
police work. The police cadets 
generally are high school 
graduates. 

.Mayor Bashas learned that 
some cities have adopted the 
new rank ef “police agent,” 
who rates between a patrol¬ 
man and a sergeant and Is 
required to have at least two 
years of study either at a 
college or junior college. 

An increasing number of 
communities throughout the 
Middle West are requiring 
that all applicants for posi¬ 
tions as police officers have 


two years of college or jun¬ 
ior college education, the 
Mayor was informed. 

In most of these commu¬ 
nities the maximum pay 
for a patrolman is $780 per 
month or $9360 a year. 

Mayor Bashas was told by 
experts on crime control that 
the job of a good policeman 
has become so difficult and 
complicated that at least two 
years of college education are 
considered essential. 

Police officers in numerous 
cities and towns, who are high 
school graduates, are being 
encouraged to attend college 
for two years and are being 
given leaves of absence with 
full pay if they do so, the 
Mayor discovered. 

The Mayor is deliberating 
on the advisability of propos¬ 


ing such a plan for the New- 
ton police department. 

He also plans to confer in 
the near future with Judge 
Julian Yesley of the Newton 
district court and request that 
law school seniors be allowed 
to assist Newton police in 
prosecuting cases in that 
court 

A Harvard law School 
professor approached May¬ 
or Bashas on the idea, and 
the .Mayor felt it would be 
helpful to police officers 
handling court cases.

Rep. Theodore D. Mann is 
urging a study to determine 
the feasibility of replacing the 
present State Retirement Plan 
with an updated retirement 
system integrated with Social 
Security. Rep. Mann appeared 
before the House Committee 
on Pensions and Old Age As¬ 
sistance in support of House 
Bill 3809 which provides for 
such a study. 

Speaking before the Com¬ 
mittee in favor of the bill, Rep. 
Mann pointed out that unless 
there is legislation correcting 
the present situation, future 
retired employees of the 
State County and Municipal 
services will not be eligible 
for Medicare when they reach 
the age of sixty-five because 
they are not now under the 
Social Security System. 

Stressing that this is a se¬ 
rious deficiency and that steps 
should be taken to make re¬ 
tired employees of these gov¬ 
ernmental activities eligible 
for Medicare. Rep. Mann also 
cited the cost of the present 
program as reasons for fur-

ther study. He observed: 

“The study made in 1957 
projecting the state cost for 
the current retirement pro¬ 
gram has now been proven 
wrong in light of the fact 
that we have now exceeded 
our estimates in the year 1966. 

“Further, less than ten per¬ 
cent of retirement allowances 
were financed out of accumu¬ 
lated contributions; the bal¬ 
ance is paid out of current 
tax revenue. The entire pro¬ 
gram has increased in cost 
from $25 million in 1951 to 
more than $100 million in 
1966. The cost will continue 
to rise and we may expect it 
to exceed $200 million by 1976. 

“Unless proper steps are 
taken, I am quite fearful that 
the state will find itself heav¬ 
ily burdened by the need to 
make up increasingly large 
deficiencies each year so that 
retirement commitments may 
be met. 

“I am heartily in favor of 
the study so that we have 
the benefit of our experience 
in recent years. This study 
may very well produce an 
improved program which will 
give retired employees the 
benefits of Medicare and at 
the same time provide for 
more realistic distribution of 
the cost.”

Mr. Harris will speak on 
‘•Decisions on Alcohol” and 
will show a film "To Your 
Health” to the group of girls 
who make up the Tri-Hi-Y. 

“Alcoholism is a growing 
problem in our society and 
one of the most serious in its 
effects. There is a growing 
awareness among young 
people that there is a need 
for factual information about 
beverage alcohol,” Mr. Har¬ 
ris said. 

Mr. Harris, who has lec¬ 
tured and conducted work¬ 
shops with several dozen 
youth groups in the Greater 
Boston area in the past year, 
said: “I find that teen-agers 
are anxious to learn about al¬ 
cohol—its benefits and its 
dangers—in order to make 
decisions for themselves and 
I find they are deeply inter¬ 
ested in processes of cure 
and rehabilitation of those 
who are victims of the dis¬ 
ease of alcoholism. 

"We have a vast array of 
factual knowledge about al¬ 
coholism yet too often the 
topic is dealt with in moral 
and emotional tones that are 
unconvincing to young peo¬ 
ple.” 

Harris, 32, is studying for 
the Unitarian ministry at the 
Crane Theological School, 
Tufts University, and works 
with the GBCA as a part of 
field education assignment.

Applications For Summer 
Work-Study Project Beady 


Newton Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas has announced that 
the City of Newton is now ac¬ 
cepting applications for the 
summer College Work Study 
Program which has been re¬ 
cently funded by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

This program provides jobs 
in a number of City Depart¬ 
ments under the supervision 
of the Executive Department. 
The Federal Government 
pays a major portion of the 
salaries of those selected. 

The procedure for selection 
is as follows: 

1. The City has contracted 
with the following schools: 
Middlebury. New England 
College, University of Massa¬ 
chusetts, Bentley, Simmons, 
Boston College, Harvard, 
Radcliffe, Tufts, Boston Uni¬ 


versity, Brandeis and Dart¬ 
mouth. Only students or en¬ 
tering freshmen from these 
schools are eligible. 

2. The student must estab¬ 
lish his eligibility at the 
school first. This usually 
means applying at the Fi¬ 
nancial Aids Office of the 
school. At Boston University, 
it is the Placement Office. At 
Harvard, the Student Em¬ 
ployment Office. 

3. An application form 
should then be filled out at 
the office of the Mayor’s Ad¬ 
ministrative Assistant, Mr. 
William Mackey. 

Preference will be given to 
residents of Newton. It is ex¬ 
pected that the majority of 
the positions will be filled by 
April 15.

CHICAGO (UPI)—There is 
happy news for the man over 
50, especially if he can re¬ 
member the Deusenberg, F. 
Scott Fitzgerald, flappers and 
bathtub gin. 

One of those fashion things 
has turned full cycle again, 
the look of the 1920s and 30s 
is back and the middle-aged 
man can now be the best- 
dressed man on his block. 

Rock-and-Roll hasn’t died 
out yet, and the memories of 
the Beatles are still fresh. 

But one of the fashion ex¬ 
perts attending the recent 
convention of the American 
Institute of Men’s and Boy’s 
Wear (AIMBW) and the 
American Retailers of Amer¬ 
ica (MRA) convention here 
confesses his teenaged chil¬ 
dren have asked him to teach 
them the Charleston. 

Remember white linen 
suits? Well, they’re back for 
spring and summer though 
they are apt to be made out 
of some of the newer fibers 
and don’t wrinkle as much. 
Remember the panama hats 
with turned-down brims? So 
are they. And the double- 
breasted suits, of course. 

No one knows for sure how 
it got started. The clothing 
people in Paris have been do¬ 
ing “Ze Gangstaire” look for 
months. Some of the ones in 
London came up with a rival 
gangster look. And double- 
breasted styles reappeared in 
the United States a couple of 
years ago and have swept the 
country. 

The Mod look, of course, is 
dead and the attention has 
swung from the flashily 
dressed teen-ager to the more 
conservative male. This time 
the pendulum has swung even 
farther and for the first time 
in years the manufacturers 
showing at the MRA conven¬ 
tion gave some house to to 
the conservative banker type. 

Conservative? Well not in 
the summer wear. Some of 


the outfits shown could have 
been lifted from John Held 
Jr.’s drawings in the old Life 
magazine before it died and 
was reincarnated as a Luce 
publication. A straw hat, for 
example, topping a navy-blue, 
double-breasted jacket, white 
striped pants and black and 
white shoes. 

Adding another bit of nosa- 
talgia is the fact that peak 
lapels are back on suits. The 
lapels are wider. Shawl col¬ 
lars on dinner jackets are 
almost as wide as those the 
Old Guard of New York 
society wear at the Metro¬ 
politan Opera on Monday 
nights. (Most of them appear 
to be a holdover from the 
30s). 

There is a difference. New 
fabrics have more wrinkle re¬ 
sistance and hold their creases 
better. They resist dirt more 
and there may never be a 
repetition of a scene of our 
childhood when all the boys 
wore white linen suits to a 
dance and came home pink 
because the belle of the ball 
had the bad taste to wear a 
bright red dress that faded. 

There are other differences. 
Dress shirts for business 
wear are in deeper tones but 
there are plenty of stripes of 
the kind worn in the 30’s. Ties 
are in less lurid patterns but 
are almost as wide as those 
of the jazz age. Shoes are in 
much lighter weights—b u t 
they are two-toned.

Native Of Newton To 
Head NU Seliool Of Law 


Thomas J. O’Toole, a native 
of Newton and professor of 
law at Georgetown University 
in Washington, D.C., will be 
the Dean of Northeastern Uni¬ 
versity School of Law, it was 
announced by President Asa 
S. Knowles of Northeastern. 

The Law School will reopen 
next September as a three- 
vear day college operating un¬ 
der the cooperative work-study 
plan of education. 

Closed in 1956, the school 
formerly operated as an eve¬ 
ning program for part-time 
students, and had divisions 
in Worcester, Springfield and 
Providence. 

O'Toole, whose appointment 
is effective Aug. 1, was grad¬ 
uated from Harvard College 
in 1942 and received his law 
degree from Harvard in 1917. 
He served in the Army from 
1942 to 1946, attaining the 
rank of major and earning 
the Bronze Star and five bat¬ 


tle ribbons for combat opera¬ 
tions in Europe. 

After serving as law clerk 
for the Massachusetts Su¬ 
preme Judicial Court in 1947- 
1948, he practiced law’ for a 
year in Boston and then be¬ 
gan his teaching career at 
Northeastern. 

In 1953 he joined the facul¬ 
ty at the Villanova University 
School of Law where he serv¬ 
ed for nine years as professor 
and later as vice dean. He has 
been at Georgetown since 1963. 

O’Toole was the unanimous 
first choice from among a 
number of outstanding legal 
educators w’ho discussed the 
position with the Screening 
Committee of Northeastern’s 
Law’ School Advisory Council, 
of which Judge John V. Spald¬ 
ing of the Massachusetts Su¬ 
preme Court is chairman. 

O’Toole’s initial duties will 
include recruitment of faculty 
members.

Travel Executive Never 
At A Loss For Answer

NEW YORK (UPI) — One 
of the busiest business execu¬ 
tives in New York is a statues¬ 
que blonde from Sweden who 
has to know what’s going on 
in all accessible parts of the 
world. 

Her real name is Eira Brun¬ 
ner and she is women’s repre¬ 
sentative for Scandinavian Air¬ 
lines System, Inc. (SAS). Mrs. 
Brunner is better known, how¬ 
ever, as Sally Ann Simpson. 
One of her jobs is to answer 
difficult questions posed by 
women who either have trav¬ 
eled abroad and forgot exactly 
where they bought something 
or those who plan to make an 
overseas trip. 

The job requires her to be a 
super travel agent, a shopping 
guide, a fashion specialist, a 
weathervane, an ambassador j 
of goodwill for foreign coun- j 
tries serviced by SAS, and an 
expert on jewelry and cos- j 
metics, among other things, j 

If Mrs. Brunner doesn’t have 
the answer, and most of the 
times she does, she will get it 
quickly because she has access 
to SAS’ elaborate communica¬ 
tions systems. 

“I am not the only Sally 
Ann Simpson,” Eira said. “I 
have a staff of 26 other girls 
scattered around North Amer¬ 
ica who also are known as 
Sally Ann Simpson. They also 
answer questions about tra¬ 
vel and try to be helpful.” 

Even so, Eira is The Sally 
Ann Simpson, and guidance of 
the other Sally Anns is one of 
her responsibilities. 

I also go around the coun¬ 
try making lectures on travel¬ 
ing,” Eira said. She tells her 
audience about customs of 
countries, where to shop and 
what to buy. 

It is not unusual fo rMrs. 
Brunner to take along on lec¬ 
ture tours heavy luggage con¬ 


taining wardrobes of fashion¬ 
able clothing from various 
countries. Once she took 300 
pounds of iuggage and a bevy 
of Scandinavian professional 
models to Seattle, one of the 
jumping off points for SAS. 

Use of professional models 
gives women not only an in¬ 
troduction to the styles of 
countries they plan to visit but 
also gives them a living show 


window to prepare them in 
advance for any shopping 
tey may have in mind. 

For those women who are 
unable to attend her lectures 
or fashion shows, Eira has 
written a 116 • page booklet, 
“Shopping With Sally Ann 
Simpson in Europe,” to aid 
them in making travel plans. 

The booklet gives latest 
shopping information on 44 
cities in 16 nations in Europe. 
It also includes explanations 
of such troublesome items as 
foreign currencies and rates 
of exchange, European cloth¬ 
ing and shoes sizes relative 
to U.S. measurements, and 
other practical information. 

Eira, mother of a ten-aged 
girl, understands the needs of 
women of all ages. She is a 
vivacious women who speaks 
English with a barely percep¬ 
tible Swedish accent, and is 
fluent in French and German 
as well as the Scandinavian 
languages.

perintendent of schools for in¬ 
struction, put it more bluntly 
at a public hearing on single 
session: “We would rather 
have teachers we can’t keep, 
than teachers we can’t get rid 
of.” 

However, the Newton 
schools do like experienced 
teachers when they can get 
them. Of the 324 studied. 88 
had four years or more of 
teaching experience, 14 had 
three years, 37 had two 
years and 46 had one year 
of experience. On the other 
hand, 139 of the 324 had no 
experience at all or in per¬ 
haps a dozen cases, less 
than six months experience. 

One seemingly incongruous 
aspect of the personnel re¬ 
ports approved by the School 
Committee is that while 324 
teachers were hired, only 
eight retired and 71 resigned. 

A number of new positions 
are created each year, and a 
large number of teachers 
take leaves of absence. Some 
of these teachers eventually 
return to the system, but 
many resign. In any case, 
their absence forces an im¬ 
mediate replacement. 

Another reason for teacher 
turnover given by the Super¬ 
intendent of Schools is that 
Newton has many Harvard in¬ 
terns, young men and women 
who come to the school sys¬ 
tem from the Harvard gradu¬ 
ate school of education, and 
are in very great demand. 
Some 42 Harvard interns were 
appointed over the past year.

“There are cases reported 
where the child has acciden¬ 
tally poisoned himself with 
something in an attractive 
package of cosmetics, waxes, 
detergent or even fertilizer,” 
Dr. Cook continued. 

“Infants and pre-schoolers 
must be especially protected 
against these hazards, since 
the highest incidence of acci¬ 
dental poisoning is in young¬ 
sters one to five years old.” 

Doctor Cook urged that 
parents make a room - by¬ 
room inspection of closets 
and storage cabinets to get 
all potentially dangerous ma¬ 
terials out of sight and out 
of reach. He noted that kitch¬ 
ens and bedrooms are the 
most common locations of 
poisonous substances, a c- 
counting for more than 60 
percent of the accidents, with 
living rooms and garages ac¬ 
counting for another 20 per¬ 
cent. 

If a child should take some 
potentially dangerous mate¬ 
rial, he advised parents to 
call their doctor, nearest hos¬ 
pital emergency room 244- 
2800, or poison control cen¬ 
ter, 232-2120, immediately for 
advice.

The career federal tax ex¬ 
ecutive told Gov. Volpe he 
has ideas on streamlining 
Massachusetts Income tax 
collections. 


District Commission and the 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources participated in the 
Open Space and Recreation 
Study, the MDC is not ex¬ 
pected to make major acqui¬ 
sition decisions at least until 
after the approaching publi¬ 
cation of Miss Bnoderick’s 
OS&R Phase II Report. This 
report will include recom¬ 
mendations for the Boston 
Harbor islands, the Mystic, 
Charles and Neponset Riv¬ 
ers, a general summary, and 
a summary of Massachusetts 
conservation law. 

Miss Broderick was assist¬ 
ed by William Firth, MAPC 
staff member, with the 
screen presentation of her 
illustrated report on the 
Charles. She was introduced 
by Alderman Franklin N. 
Flaschner who cited the Con¬ 
servators as “now leading in 
regional planning—along with 
MAPC.” Alderman Flaschner 
is Newton’s represntative to 
MAPC and a member of its 
20 -member Executive Com¬ 
mittee. 

The Council, now in its 
fourth year, represents 83 
eastern Massachusetts com¬ 
munities and A.l d e r m a n 
Flaschner believes it is the 
first “public” planning agen¬ 
cy in the United States. 

The Conservators’ plunge 
into planning is the March 
1967 General Development 
Plan, Upper Falls Section, 


Charles River and Environs. 
It was prepared for the Con¬ 
servators by David L. Young 
of the American Society of 
Landscape Architects with 
guidance from a broadly- 
based citizens’ committee. 

“Our investment in the 
landscaping plan is an effort 
to outline for governmental 
agencies our desires and aims 
for the river in Upper Falls,” 
said Mr. Shattuck, “and we 
are doing the more detailed 
homework which the federal¬ 
ly aided MAPC study is not 
permitted to do.” 

When tinting of the black 
and white copies of the plan 
is completed by a group of 
Girl Scouts under the direc¬ 
tion of Mrs. Joel B. Leighton, 
the copies will be presented 
to the MDC, Department of 
Natural Resources, MAPC, 
U.S. Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers, Newton Planning 
Department, Newton Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Newton 
Upper Falls Improvement 
Association, Upper Falls 
Civic Association, to repre¬ 
sentatives of the several 
neighborhoods included in the 
plan, to the Needham Plan¬ 
ning Board and Needham Con¬ 
servation Commission, and to 
commercial and industrial 
firms and educational institu¬ 
tions along this section of the 
river. 

Mr. Young explained that 
the aim of the plan is con¬ 
tinuous control of the river- 
banks either through MDC 
ownership or easements. 
Recommended acquisitions by 
the MDC have been held to a 
minimum. Present MDC own¬ 
erships are shown — as well 
as suggestions for MDC ac¬ 
quisition and for MDC ease¬ 
ments on land which would 
remain in private ownership. 

A proposed Historic Dis¬ 
trict appears as an inset in 
the plan and would be located 
east of the Hemlock Gorge 
MDC Reservation in Upper 
Falls. The first step toward 
implementation of a Historic 
District (Chapter 40C, Gen. 
Laws, Acts of 1960, Chapt. 
372) would be establishment 
of a historic district study 
committee by the Board of 
Aldermen for the purpose of 
making an investigation of 
the proposed historic district. 
The Mayor would then ap¬ 
point three to seven members 
to such a study committee, 
subject to confirmation by 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Members of the Board of 
Aldermen who visited the 
Conservators’ January 26 
board meeting concurred with 
an opinion that a historic dis¬ 
trict zone in Upper Falls 
would not conflict with, but 
would complement, the ac¬ 
celerated code enforcement 
program for which Mayor 
Basbas still hopes to receive 
federal financial assistance. 


The Conservators’ river- 
bank plan is geared to day 
use by local residents and 
local firm employees — and 
to visual quality improve¬ 
ments for motorists, bicycl¬ 
ists or pedestrians. Area resi¬ 
dents are of the opinion that 
this stretch of river cannot 
accomodate large numbers of 
users outside the immediate 
residential and industrial 
neighborhoods. 

Some of the numerous sug¬ 
gestions in the plan are as 
follows: small acquisitions at 
Hemlock Gorge in both New¬ 
ton and Needham for improv¬ 
ed off-street parking; fish 
ladder, overlook platform and 
warning barrier at the Silk 
Mill Dam; street planting 
along Elliot Street and Cen¬ 
tral Avenue; landscaped 
Telmwood Realty parking 
area; bicycle and footpaths; 
relocated play apparatus and 
land acquisition for future 
municipal swimming pool at 
Upper Falls Playground; 
screen planting at Morschner 
Dye Works, Inc.; screen 
planting, clean-up of clutter, 
informal play area near Wil¬ 
liams Street, landscaped park 
at mouth of South Meadow 
Brook all in proposed MDC 
acquisition strip from High¬ 
land Avenue bridge to Upper 
Falls Playground. 

Also landscaped parking 
area and screen planting at 
Cramer Electronics, Inc. and 
at Wayne-George Corpora¬ 
tion; access from the MDC 
park road in Needham to 
Highland Avenue; several 
neighborhood mooring facili¬ 
ties instead of present “saw¬ 
tooth” dock formation; future 
bathing lagoon in swamp at 
city infirmary property, with 
picnic sites and small park¬ 
ing area; parking and boat 
launching area for non¬ 
neighborhood users off Na- 
hanton Street at Kendrick 
Street bridge; MDC ease¬ 
ments for present and future 
scenic control on Charles Riv¬ 
er Country Club, infirmary, 
and St. Joseph Novitiate 
properties. 

The Conservators elected 
Mr. Shattuck, president; Lor¬ 
enz F. Muther, Jr., clerk; Al¬ 
lard M. Valentine, treasurer;

VA Newsletter 

A disabled veteran who finds 
he can’t keep his appointment 
at a Veterans Administration 
clinic for outpatient treatment 
should notify the clinic at 
least 24 hours ahead of time, 
so VA may schedule another 
disabled veteran in his place, 
the VA at Boston said today. 

VA clinics are extremely 
busy providing treatments to 
eligible veterans for service- 
connected disabilities and a 
broken appointment isn’t fair 
to other disabled veterans who 
could have been treated at 
that time if the veteran had 
given sufficient advance notice 
of cancellation, VA advised. 

VA has established certain 
rules to keep broken outpa¬ 
tient appointments to a mini¬ 
mum. When a disabled veteran 
breaks one appointment with¬ 
out a reasonable excuse or 
advance notice, he is notified 
by VA that if he breaks anoth¬ 
er without at least 24 hours 
notice or a reasonable excuse, 
he will be deemed to have re¬ 
fused government treatment. 
The veteran will then receive 
no further treatment until he 
has filed a formal application 
for it and satisfactorily shows 
a willingness to cooperate by 
keeping his appointments or 
by giving at least 24 hours 
notice when an appointment 
must be broken. 

These rules are in operation 
for the benefit of all eligible 
veterans who need outpatient 
treatment for their service- 
connected disabilities. They 
also assure full use of VA 
clinics, which is an important 
consideration in view of the 
large number of veterans elig¬ 
ible for this treatment.

“It 
is the most rewarding expe¬ 
rience I have ever had in my 
life. The patients are all so 
wonderful and I love every 
one one of them.” 

At the conclusion of the in¬ 
terview, Mrs. Buitta said: 
“Now don't give me any boost 
in your write-up. Just tell 
them what a wonderful job 
the Red Cross is doing.” 

We think Mrs. ‘“Gay” Buit 
ta is doing a wonderful job, 
too. 



Poor Grandmother. She sits 
all day long in a rocking chair 
with nothing to do. Time is 
her enemy and the days drag 
slowly by. 

This may be the case with 
many grandmothers but cer¬ 
tainly not with Mrs. George 
Buitta of 69 Hartford Street 
I in Newton Highlands. Mrs. 
Buitta has just completed 
twelve thousand volunteer 
hours at the Newton Red 
Cross. 

All her life she wanted to 
be a nurse but when she was 
young, she couldn’t afford it. 
Then her marriage and six 
children kept her time com¬ 
pletely occupied. 

Fourteen years ago she de¬ 
cided to become a Gray Lady 
at the Newton Red Cross. To¬ 
day she is a great grand¬ 
mother but divides her time 
as a volunteer between the 
Long Island Hospital and the 
Veterans Administration Hos¬ 
pital. 

“The patients,” says Mrs. 
Buitta, “are all so courageous 
and so wonderful. I remember 
one particular patient who was 
a paraplegic. He just couldn’t 
accept the fact that he was 
crippled. He felt terribly sorry 
for himself and so I decided 
to talk to him. I told him that, 
unlike so many other patients 
in the V.A. Hospital, he could 
write his own letters and comb 
his hair and do so many things 
for himself. He could even help 
cheer up those who were worse 
off than he was. 

“We had a long talk togeth¬ 
er. Well, he sat and listened 
to every word I said and then 
he thanked me. He said that he 
had never thought of it that 
way and maybe there was 
something he could do to help 
the others. From that day on. 
he really went to work and 
dedicated himself to cheering 
up the other boys.” 

Known throughout the hos¬ 
pital as “Gay”, Mrs. Buitta 
says that one of the great 
pleasures of volunteering is 
the Coffee Hour which is put 
on at the V.A. Hospital every 
Sunday afternoon from 2 
to 4:30. 

“You have no idea how 
much the patients look for¬ 
ward to Sunday afternoon. 
All their relatives come in and 
even the Doctors and nurses 
join the patients for Sunday 
afternoon coffee. Sunday used 
to be a very long, dull day 
for the patients until the Red 
Cross started the Coffee 
Hour. It’s now been extended 
to two and one-half hours 
each Sunday.” 

Walking from bed to bed, 
Mrs. Buitta helps feed the 
patients, writes letters for 
those who can’t do so them¬ 
selves, oftentimes she'll open 
and read letters — “some of 
them are so personal.” Other 
days she’ll take the patients 
to the Dentist. “One of the 
big jobs all of us Red Cross 
Gray Ladies has,” continued 
Mrs. Buitta, “is being a mo¬ 
rale builder. We try to listen

Mr. Downe is a graduate 
of the Yale School of En¬ 
gineering where he received 
his B.S. degree in Civil En¬ 
gineering in 1934 and his C.E.

District Attorney for Middle¬ 
sex County and a former

Miss Abrams has been edu¬ 
cated in Newton schools, Rad- 
cliffe, Harvard Law School. 
She has been with the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office for six 
years and is a member of the 
Middlesex, Massachusetts and 
federal Bar Associations. 

Miss Abrams outlined the 
“Probable Cause” to be shown 
by the officer in an affidavit 
to obtain a search warrant, 
and also stated that: Any 
Clerk of Court or Judge may 
issue such a warrant, or if 
the officer is refused a war¬ 
rant or needs assistance, the 
District Attorney’s office will 
assist in preparing the affi¬ 
davit and in obtainng the 
search warrant through the 
Superor Court. 

The following guide lines 
were offered: 

1. Personal knowledge, ob¬ 
servation of the officer, 
and time and date of ob¬ 
servation. 

2. Any information from 
other 1 a w enforcement 
agencies or police offi¬ 
cers. 

3. Any information from a 
citizen, including name 
and address and reliabil¬ 
ity of this citizen. 

Any information from 
an informant, who need 
not be named, but whose 
past information proved 
reliable in leading to oth¬ 
er arrests or convictions. 

5. Personal experience as a 
police officer that cer¬ 
tain observations are con¬ 
sistent with a crime be¬ 
ing committed or has 
been committed. 

6. Knowledge of defendant, 
including past arrests, 
conduct and associations 
with known criminals or 
persons known to be en¬ 
gaged in criminal activi¬ 
ties. 

7. Description of item in 
question, separate war¬ 
rants important separate 
items. 

8. All information must be 
accurate and contained 
in the affidavit, supple¬ 
mentary test not allowed 
in court if not previously 
noted in affidavit. 

Miss Abrams also stated 
that it is important to de¬ 
scribe property to be search¬ 


ed, i.e., first floor and sep- 
a r a t e basement, positive 
street number and areas to be 
searched. 

Miss Abrams also covered 
consent searches in which an 
adult could allow search, or 
a parent for a minor only, but 
that a signed waiver that 
contained information that 
the consenter was warned of 
his or her rights, but that 
extreme care must be used 
in executing consent searches 
and that it would be recom¬ 
mended that the time needed 
to get a warrant would be 
worth the effort. 

Following Miss Abrams' 
presentation, officers ques¬ 
tioned the various elements 
and discussed personal experi¬ 
ence with cases and difficul¬ 
ties that have been present. 

Chief Philip Purcell In ex¬ 
pressing his gratitude to Miss 
Abrams stated: “Your pres¬ 
entation and explanation of 
these important topics is per¬ 
haps the most important 
phase of our police interest 
and that every police officer 
in the department and train¬ 
ing is a willing and interested 
student in order that he 
might better serve our com¬ 
munity.” 

Capt. William F. Quinn, 
Director of the In-Service 
Training program, c o m p 1 i- 
mented Miss Abrams for her 
understanding of the police 
officers’ need for explanation 
of the new applications and 
guidelines as established by 
the Supreme Court. 

Miss Abrams, in order tq 
address the entire depart¬ 
ment, gave three lectures, 
morning, afternoon and even¬ 
ing, and was introduced by 
Training Officer Lieutenant 
Albert Yanco.

Code Inspector 
For Newton Has 
Been Appointed

Newton telephone subscrib¬ 
ers in the 322, 244, 969 and 
527 exchanges will get a 
streamlined telephone bill, ac¬ 
cording to Thomas E. Stouter, 
the local manager, who ex¬ 
plains that “the hill will con¬ 
tain a list of the customer’s 
toll charges on the same 
statement as his regular 
monthly bill. 

“This helps the customer to 
read his bill more easily,” he 
says, “and enables the busi¬ 
ness office to process bills, 
credit payments and handle 
inquiries faster and more ac¬ 
curately. The combined bill 
is part of a program called 
Customer Records Billing 
(CRB), which aims at placing 
all customer billing informa¬ 
tion into a computer and re¬ 
cording service changes affect¬ 
ing the bill status.” 

Stouter points out that New¬ 
ton is one of the first offices 
in New England to convert to 
CRB. 

CRB Is part of a larger 
telephone company program 
called Business information 
System (BIS). This has as its 
ultimate goal a corporate com¬ 
puter containing all available' 
customer information. 

The corporate computer 


would be centrally located and 
available to all departments. 
It would free employees from 
routine clerical work thus al¬ 
lowing them to give customers 
greater personalized service. 

Telephone bills had been 
previously issued through the 
combined efforts of two com¬ 
puters and clerical personnel. 

One computer calculated 
toll charges, local and extra 
service charges were totaled 
manually, and the second com¬ 
puter calculated a balance. 
The basic monthly bill and 
toll charges appeared on sep¬ 
arate statements. 

Today one computer com¬ 
bines both the toll and month¬ 
ly charges and prints the 
“combined” bill. 

The “combined” bill can list 
up to 13 separate long dis¬ 
tance calls.

JOHNSON'S VIEWS ON TRADE AND AID RILE LATIN CHIEFS 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON Wednesday bluntly told his fel¬ 
low American chiefs of state at the Punta del Este summit 
talks that the United States must stand on its present trade 
aid policies despite their demand for a better deal to boost 
their lagging economies. 

The President’s statement was reported by qualified 
sources to have been made at a private, “get-acquainted” 
session of Presidents prior to the first formal session of the 
momentous summit conference. Johnson’s words took note 
of some open grumbling among the Latin Americans about 
the tough U.S. position. 

ROME MOBS RIOT OUTSIDE U. S. EMBASSY 

ANTI-AMERICAN DEMONSTRATIONS clashed with 
police outside the U.S. Embassy in Rome last night. Police 
used water hoses to disperse the rioters who hurled chairs 
from sidewalk cafes on the Via Veneto. A number of persons 
were injured and 33 arrested in the brawl, which lasted more 
than an hour and took two nightstick charges by police to 
disperse. 

The demonstrators, about 2.000 strong, marched to the 
U.S. embassy on the fashionable Rome thoroughfare after 
hearing anti-American speeches at a rally near the down¬ 
town Pizza Venezia. The leftist gathering was called to pro¬ 
test U.S. policy in Vietnam. 

U. S. BOMBERS LASH NEW VIET CONG TRAILS 

U.S. B52 BOMBERS, striking for the 12th time in five 
days, lashed at the northern Ashau Valley area where the 
Communists were reported working w r ith heavy equipment to 
widen jungle trails so they can handle trucks bringing mili¬ 
tary supplies from North Vietnam. 

To the south, a battalion of South Vietnamese paratroop¬ 
ers spearheading a 3,000-man government force jumped into 
Mekong Delta rice paddies 80 miles southwest of Saigon in a 
big new drive to root out Viet Cong from one of their strong¬ 
hold areas. 

BLOODY CLASHES RESUME IN RED CHINA PROVINCE 

CHINESE ARMY PATROLS in Canton have been 
strengthened following bloody clashes between hundreds of 
rival supporters of Communist Party Chairman Mao Tse- 
Tung and President Liu Shao-Chi, according to reports Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Rightwing Hong Kong newspaper quoted arrivals from 
Canton as saying Maoists and anti-Maoists clashed in the 
South China city four days ago in the first open struggle 
since the capital of Kwangtung province was put under mili¬ 
tary rule. About a dozen persons were seriously injured, 
according to reports.

TESTIMONY ON LETHAL DRUG GIVEN AT COPPOLINO TRIAL 

A VETERAN toxicologist, Dr. Charles Umberger, testi¬ 
fied yesterday at the murder trial of Dr. Carl A. Coppolino 
in Naples, Fla., that he found succinic acid in the brain and 
liver tissue of Coppolino’s first wife. Dr. Umberger explain¬ 
ed that succinic acid is one of the components of succinycho- 
line chloride, a powerful muscle relaxing drug the state 
charges Coppolino injected into his wife Carmel, causing her 
death. 

Umberger is an aide of Dr. Milton Helpern, famed New 
York medical examiner who testified earlier yesterday that 
his autopsy of Mrs. Coppolino’s body showed a needle punc¬ 
ture which was not consistent with self-infliction. Helpern 
said his autopsy also showed the woman was not diseased. 

F. Lee Bailey, defense attorney, is expected to counter 
the testimony on the drug with Dr. Francis Foldes, a man 
Bailey says is the world’s foremost expert on such drugs. 

DEFENSE RESTS CASE IN SPECK TRIAL 

THE PROSECUTION rested its case yesterday, satisfied 
It has proved that Richard Franklin Speck killed eight stu¬ 
dent nurses last July 14. 

Public defender Gerald Getty brought seven members 
of Speck’s family into court during a recess, and it was the 
first time Speck’s mother, Mrs. Margaret Lindbergh of Dal¬ 
las, had seen him since before his arrest. Mrs. Lindbergh 
and her daughter, Mrs. Caroline Wilson of Dallas, were the 
first two witnesses. 

SECRET SOVIET WEAPON ORBITS CALLED UNLIKELY 

DEPUTY DEFENSE SECRETARY Cyrus R. Vance said 
the Russians would not be able to secretly orbit any signifi¬ 
cant number of weapons satellites without U.S. detection. 

Vance told Senators at a hearing on the pending Soviet- 
American treaty to bar weapons in space that he did not 
think it was necessary to have a provision in the pact to 
permit inspection of satellites in space. 

HOUSE MULLS STRATEGY ON POWELL 

HOUSE LEADERS began strategy sessions yesterday on 
how to handle Adam Clayton Powell’s reelection to the seat 
he was denied March 1, but it was learned the Harlem Demo¬ 
crat might not show up to claim it. 

There were indications from sources close to Powell that 
he might decide to concentrate first on his fight in federal 
courts to overturn his exclusion by the House. Speaker John 
W. McCormack refused to comment on Powell’s reelection or 
how the House or its leaders might decide to act.

GI Fighting In Vietnam 
Takes Newton PAX to Task 


A soldier fighting the Com¬ 
munists in Vietnam took ex¬ 
ception this week to a paid 
advertisement in which a 
group of Newton residents 
petitioned President Johnson 
to “halt the bombing.” 

The advertisement, and an 
accompanying story, by the 
Newton Chapter of PAX (Pol¬ 
itical Action for Peace) was 
printed in the Newton Graph¬ 
ic of March 16 and the issue 
was sent to SP4 Dan R. Pini 
at his base in Vietnam by his 
parents. 

The GI sent a letter to the 
editor of the Graphic and re¬ 
quested it be “fixed up and 
printed.” The letter, which 
speaks for itself, follows: 

“Dear Sir: I am a GI in 
Vietnam. I receive the New¬ 
ton Graphic weekly. I came 
across a clipping (stop the 
bombing in Vietnam). 

“The first thing that came 
to mind is these people do not 
know what they are talking 
about. They say they have 
500 names, that are against 
the bombing in Vietnam, but 
don’t forget, you can go out 
and get 1000 names that are 
for the bombing. 

“They say we are killing 
and mutilating Vietnamese, 
including children. Well, they 
are bombing us also, killing 
many GI’s. 

“I guess the PAX group 
does not realize this. 

“Answer me one question. 
What would they like—to fight 
in the United States or Viet¬ 
nam? 

“They say many people are 
disturbed by the destruction 
of entire villages; there are 
a lot of people in agony be¬ 
cause they have lost a son 
over here.

Editorial . . . 

The Change Is Ominous 

What is the Great and General Court of Massa¬ 
chusetts afraid of? What, exactly, does it fear? 

We refer to the action of the Committee on State 
Administration in amending an Ombudsman bill to 
make it “their thing” instead of “our thing.” 

As offered originally by State Sec. Kevin H. 
White Rep. James R. Nolen (D-Ware), and Rep. Joel 
S Greenberg (D-Pittsfield), the Ombudsman would be 
a non-political person of high public stature, appointed 
by the governor, operating within, but not under the 
control of, the State Secretary’s office. 

The Massachusetts Ombudsman would be the ave¬ 
rage citizen’s (you) representative who would supply 
information and investigate complaints against the 
abuses or bureaucracy of big government. He would 
be given broad authority to investigate and report on 
misdeeds of commission or omission in state govern¬ 
ment. 

The Ombudsman is a Scandinavian invention which 
has been employed with success there and in Western 
Europe and New Zealand. 

He is a big man who represents little people who 
have no one else to turn to after being bogged down 
and tied up in bureaucratic red-tape and/or sloughed 
off by couldn’t-care-less-so-get-Iost state employees. 

The system has worked rather well in the countries 
where it has been adopted, and there is no reason why 
it couldn’t work in the Commonwealth of Massachu¬ 
setts. 

But the Committee on State Administration by 
amending the bill and filing the approved version in 
the Hous, has changed the original concept of the 
bill. Rep. Nolen, who with five others dissented from a 
favorable report, charges the legislation has been 
transformed into “a bold attempt to seize control of 
executive departments” of the state government. 

As amended by the Committee, the Ombudsman 
would be established within the framework of the Legis¬ 
lative branch of the government, would be elected by 
a two-thirds vote of the House and Senate, and would 
be directed to funnel his reports and recommendations 
on citizen grievances to the Committee on State Ad¬ 
ministration. 

That would put the Ombudsman smack under the 
control of the politicians; the politicians who listen 
to the whispering of the special interest groups; the 
murmuring of the lobbyists; the whispers and murmurs 
that sometimes drown out the voice of the people. 

Why must the Ombudsman, this non-political man 
of high public stature, be controlled by the politicians? 
Why can’t he be free of encumbrances? Why can’t he 
be free to help the public? 

We repeat: Of what is the Great and General 
Court afraid? What, exactly, does it fear? 

Challenge To Preference 

The case for Civil Service reform in the Common¬ 
wealth was given impetus last week by a Superior 
Court ruling that a Department of Mental Health execu¬ 
tive was unlawfully ousted from his job by a disabled 
veteran. 

The far-reaching decision was handed down by 
Judge Joseph S. Mitchell, Jr., in the case of Dr. Her¬ 
bert J. Hoffman, of Auburndale. 

Judge Mitchell ruled that the State Civil Service 
Commission had acted “arbitrarily and capriciously” 
In dismissing Dr. Hoffman to open up the position of 
chief coordinator in the Department of Mental Health 
for Joseph F. Poges, of Wakefield. A disabled veteran, 
Poges’ name was placed at the top of the Civil Service 
list despite the fact that his mark on the examination 
was lower than that attained by Dr. Hoffman. 

The ruling by Judge MitcheU challenges, in effect, 
the constitutionality of the absolute preference given 
disabled veterans under state law. 

The Civil Service statute puts disabled veterans 
with a passing mark of 70 in an examination at the 
top of the list, followed by veterans not disabled. Non- 
veterans cannot be selected from the list untir all of 
the veterans have been taken. 

Veterans’ preference was instituted in the first 
place to assist veterans who served their country hon¬ 
orably and well in making the transition from military 
to civilian life. It was to help them get a job, and 
we agree with that concept. However, under the present 
law, it goes further than that. It also helps veterans 
advance in the job even though veterans may not be 
as well qualified for advancement as non-veterans. 
For instance, if two civil service job-holders take exam¬ 
inations to a higher position, the veteran would get the 
job even though he might have received a much lower 
mark. 

We feel that that situation is wrong and should 
be corrected. 

A special commission which has been studying 
the thorny problem of Civil Service reform is expected 
to file its report shortly. Gov. John A. Volpe said he 
will submit a special message to the Legislature as 
Boon as possible after that. 

The Governor admits that absolute veterans’ pref¬ 
erence precludes the Commonwealth from getting “qual¬ 
ity people” in the state service. He agrees that “we 
have to take some steps to attract people who can get 
better than a 70 on a Civil Service examination.” 

Volpe feels the state should come up with “some¬ 
thing more like the federal law.” Under the federal 
system, points are allowed for disabled veterans and 
non-disabled veterans. 

We endorse the Governor’s thinking. The federal 
system is fair and equitable. After all, the national 
veterans organizations with their powerful lobbies in

Harry Furman, of 577 Com¬ 
monwealth ave., said there 
was a lot of noise at the Club 
on Sunday mornings, that pri¬ 
vate driveways are blocked 
and that the addition will be 
a nuisance. There will be no 
added parking facilities with 
the new extension and Fur¬ 
man feels that the problem 
will only grow. 

The Club is petitioning for 
permissive use to add one 
masonary squash court at its 
location on 15 Chestnut ter. 
in Newton Centre. 

Cappello Bros. Inc. peti¬ 
tioned the Board for permis¬ 
sive use for a free standing 
radio transmission tower to 
be used privately at 36 Bor¬ 
der st.

Tax Examiner List 

Frank N. Gianino of 212 
Cherry St., West Newton, has 
passed a civil service exami¬ 
nation and been placed on the 
list of those eligible for ap¬ 
pointment to the post of tax 
examiner in the Bureau of 
Excises of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Corporations and Tax¬ 
ation.

Unless something is done bv 
the President along the lines 
urged by Ted Kennedy, how ? * 
ever, this could be a damaging 
issue for Mr. Johnson in next 
vear’s Presidential campaign 
even though no hearings are 
held. 

Too much already is known 
about this situation for it to 
be swept under the rug. 

Prosecuting the war against 
the Viet Cong Is one thing. 
Failing to provide proper med¬ 
ical care for civilian casualties 
in South Vietnam is something 
else again. And it’s a matter 
on which there is not likely 
to he anv sharp difference of 
public opinion.

CANDOR Speaks 

Editor of The Graphic: 

In fairness to the large 
number of residents involved 
in Newton’s zoning problems 
and to the grave importance 
of this issue for all homeown¬ 
ers in Newton, we would like 
to point out that your article 
covering the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen of April 3 
was incomplete. Undoubtedly 
through inadvertance, the ar¬ 
ticle does not report the meet¬ 
ing with complete accuracy. 

At City Hall last Monday, 
17 representatives of about 
300 residents of Newton High¬ 
lands and Upper Falls were 
side-tracked. And 40 repre¬ 
sentatives of about 200 resi¬ 
dents from Waban and Low¬ 
er Falls were told to go 
home. 

What emerged most clear¬ 
ly from the meeting was the 
picture of a city at the mercy 
of real estate speculators. 
This picture took shape as 
the aldermen discussed one 
controversial property, and 
avoided discussing the other. 

1. A petition containing the 
signatures of 91 homeowners 
and taxpayers, requesting de¬ 
molition of a dangerous dere¬ 
lict house which is a safety, 
fire, and health menace to 
the neighborhood as well as 
a scar on the face of Newton 
was brought up in order that 
the Board determine the dis¬ 
position of the property. Cu¬ 
riously enough, demolition 
seemed out of the question. 

Instead we listened to a 
building inspector praise the 
owner of the property (a real 
estate speculator who has 
been turned down elsewhere) 
as being cooperative. He 
seemed to be unaware of 
some of the pertinent facts, 
such as that his own depart¬ 
ment (i.e. the Building Com¬ 
missioner) had repeatedly at¬ 
tempted to have the owner 
properly secure his property 
against fire and safety dan¬ 
gers. This and other matters 
had to be brought to light by 
a member of CANDOR (Com¬ 
mittee Against Needless 
Downgrading Of Real Es¬ 
tate). 

CANDOR was also con¬ 
cerned with the fact that the 
Health Commissioner and the 
Fire Chief, who had also been 
petitioned to inspect the build¬ 
ing, were absent from the 
meeting. No one knew if they 
had even filed reports on the 
matter. Acting-chairman Nix¬ 
on suggested that they would 
go along with whatever was 
decided. The impression was 
left that the aldermen will de¬ 
cide and then the officials 
can file reports which support 
whatever they decide. With 
rare parliamentary skill, Ald¬ 
erman Nixon thereby indi¬ 
cated that their reports were 
superfluous. 

The owner’s attorney ad¬ 
mitted that he had come pre¬ 
pared to argue for his client 
against demolition. His argu¬ 
ment was not even needed. 
The owner had already es- 


lent residential planning—a 
City in which they are proud 
to live.

caped with a suggestion that 
he ought to board the house 
again. Only Aldermen Shea, 
Glovsky and Roberts ex¬ 
pressed misgivings about his 
past performance. But in 
spite of their timely ques¬ 
tions, the majority seemed 
content and the petitioners 
were left where they started. 

The fact that children 
could dismantle previous 
boarding jobs, the fact of the 
pitfalls on the porch and all 
around the outside of the 
house, the fact of the health 
and fire hazards, still are out¬ 
standing. The house has to 
come down anyway eventu¬ 
ally. Meanwhile the neighbors 
and abuttors are forced to 
continue living with this men¬ 
ace and constant threat; this 
is all that came from their 
attempts to prevent the de¬ 
terioration of their neighbor¬ 
hood. 

It was also pointed out by 
a member of CANDOR that 
it shouldn’t have been up to 
CANDOR to initiate this ac¬ 
tion. CANDOR feels that it 
is a part of the City Govern¬ 
ment’s function to see to it 
that dangers are not allowed 
to fester freely in Newton. 
CANDOR reports that many 
of the neighbors are discour¬ 
aged with the lack of coop¬ 
eration from city officials 
and wonder why they have to 
complain continually, and 
even then for little to be done. 

2. Meanwhile, the home- 
owners from Waban and 
Lower Falls sat patiently 
through hours of other peo¬ 
ple’s problems, waiting for 
the aldermen to discuss their 
own spot - zoning headache. 
They waited and waited. And 
what did they see? A dazzling 
political manoeuver. Too 
many people. Tell them to 
go home. Vote postponed. 
This was not the first political 
maneuver they had seen. 
Just a week ago they saw 
this one: If a New York de¬ 
veloper sends four profession¬ 
al lobbyists to testify in be¬ 
half of a spot-zoning petition, 
Alderman Flaschner limits 
the abuttors to four. Four be¬ 
wildered residents to do bat¬ 
tle with four pros. Guess who 
wins? 

What does all this mean? 
Basically this: Newton’s tax 
rate is indeed a problem; so 
is the commercialization of 
Newton. Commercialization is 
extremely profitable to cer¬ 
tain developers with the cor¬ 
responding loss passed on to 
the homeowner. However, de¬ 
cent neighborhoods and in- 
tlligent city planning are im¬ 
portant to us as homeowners. 
We would like to see Newton 
remain a good place to live. 

How such matters as the 
above are handled will show 
whose values come first. With 
the help of a responsible city 
administration, much ran be 
done. Without it, perhaps 
what we need is a new ad¬ 
ministration.

Also killed by a tie 19-19 
vote was a suggested amend¬ 
ment which would place tha 
voting age at 19. 

Given a similar heaveAo 
was a measure which would re¬ 
quire that students either grad¬ 
uate from high school or at¬ 
tend school until the age of IB. 

The high school seniors who 
comprised the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives for the mock legis¬ 
lative session were more en¬ 
thusiastic about reducing the 
voting age to 18. They favored 
the idea by a vote of 124 to 
79. 

The point is that there is do 
unanimity of opinion amortg 
these specially selected high 
school seniors as to whether 
18-year-old boys and girls 
should be allowed to vote. 

These specially selected se¬ 
niors, most of them at the top 
of their respective classes, can 
view this issue objectively 
since they’ll be 21 before any 
rhange could be made in the 
State Constiution. 

But if the proposal for go¬ 
ing 18-year-old youths the 
right to vote is the great idea 
it is claimed to be, it is a 
strange thing that the seniors 
didn’t support it almost solidjy 
on Student Government Day. 

News Must Be Scarce 
At The State House -; 

Things must be going pretty 
smoothly at the State Honie 
when the newsmen there can 
devote themselves to such criti¬ 
cal issues as to why Governor 
Volpe’s hair seems just as d§rk 
or even darker than it did-a 
few years ago or whether tbe 
State should pay a $720 till 
for printing a laudatory bro¬ 
chure about Volpe. 

We must confess in all 
dor that we haven’t kept 
abreast of tbe shadings of Gov¬ 
ernor Volpe's hair to the po^nt 
where we can report with any 
degree of confidence whether 
it is lighter, darker or the same 
as it was five or six years ago, 
although we do agree he Has 
had more success than most, of 
us in keeping his hair. 

As long as Volpe doef-a 
good job as Governor , we cmi't 
see that it makes much differ¬ 
ence if he put shoe polish-on 
his hair if he chose to do Iso. 
After all, it is his hair. *- 

The controversy as to whe¬ 
ther the State should stand tbe 
$720 expense for printing 1000 
copies of a brochure about 
Volpe which the Governor's of¬ 
fice says will he distributed to 
students and civic groups upon 
request, also seems to be much 
ado about nothing. 

Volpe's critics complain that 
everything in the brochurel-is 
complimentary to the Gover¬ 
nor. They sound as if they Ex¬ 
pected Volpe's aides should 
have taken a few slaps and 
digs at the boss. 

This writer has watched 
Volpe in four campaigns for 
the Governorship, three of 
which he won. If Volpe were 
getting out a brochure to mail 
around the country in connec¬ 
tion with his hid for the Pres¬ 
idential or Vice Presidential 
nomination, it certainly would 
be better than this $720 job. 

Collins-Powers Rematch - 
Is Seen As Possibility - 

Reports have been circulated 
in political quarters that Su¬ 
preme Court Clerk and former 
State Senate President John E. 
Powers may become a candi¬ 
date for Mayor of Boston and 
that next November may see-a 
rematch of the 1959 fight be¬ 
tween Powers and Mayor JoBn 
F. Collins. 

If Power* intends to enttr 
the Hub’s mayoralty battle, be 
has given no indication of-it 
by anv of his statements. May¬ 
or Collins has not disclosed lii» 
political plans. Opinion amoffg 
persons close to him is sltll 
divided as to whether Collins 
will run for a third term er 
retire from public life. 

But if Collins does decide 
to stand for reelection and<if 
Powers does set his sights .on 
the Mayor’s office, there is lit¬ 
tle doubt that they would £e 
the opposing contenders in the 
final election contest. 

Such a development unufd 
cause some of the mayoralty 
candidates and potential can¬ 
didates to revise their political 
plans. 

A number of candidates \*bo 
hope to be running Bostons 
municipal government for the 
next four years would rec^g- 
nize that their chances of sur¬ 
viving next September's j»r;e- 
liminary election would b® 
slim if Collins and Powers were 
in the field. 

Political pundits ha\e bean 
spending a lot of time trying 
to figure out what candidate* 
would win the top two spot* 
in the September preliminiry 
and go on to run in the No¬ 
vember election. 

They could stop figuring-jf 
Collins and Powers stepped 
into the race.

ically until the plan is com¬ 
pleted for submission to 
federal authorities. 

Under the Mayor’s theory, 

it would have to be a section 
of Newton bordering on Wal¬ 
tham and Watertown if those 
two communities join with 
Newton in presenting the 
three-cornered application. 

The Model City program 
goes beyond the scope of ur¬ 
ban renewal and rehabilita¬ 
tion. It provides for such 
things as better education 
and recreational facilities and 
improved public services of 
virtually all kinds. 

If a project is actually un¬ 
dertaken, the local commu¬ 
nities involved would pay be¬ 
tween 10 and 20 per cent of 
the cost and the federal gov¬ 
ernment the balance. 

The combined Newton- 
Waltham area could not in¬ 
clude more than 15,000 res¬ 
idents. 

Applications for planning 


funds must be made to fed¬ 
eral authorities by May 1. 

Congress has not yet actu¬ 
ally appropriated money to 
finance the Model Cities pro¬ 
gram, and it is not regarded 
as certain that it will do so. 

If it does, approximately 
70 cities will be allocated 
funds with which to under¬ 
take Model City projects. 

Large cities with ghettos 
and poverty areas will be 
given priority if and when 
federal funds are available 
and the communities which 
will participate in the Model 
Cities program are selected. 

Newton, Waltham and Wa¬ 
tertown would not fall in that 
category, but federal officials 
have indicated interest in 
Mayor Basbas’ idea of a novel 
three - community joint proj¬ 
ect.

Church,” it was stated. 

“The lot of land is located 
in Newton Lower Falls and is 
surrounded by Beacon Street 
Extension, Waban, Woodland 
Country Club, Washington 
Street and Belmore Park, 
Newton Lower Falls. The 
area is zoned for single resi¬ 


dence B and the Pentland De¬ 
velopment Corporation is pe¬ 
titioning for a “spot” zoning 
to Business.” 

“Approximately two to 
three hundred homeowners 
in the area are opposed to 
this petition because of the 
traffic condition as it now 
exists on Washington Street, 
since some 27,000 cars now 
use this street daily. At a re¬ 
cent meeting of the Claims 
and Rules Committee, a new 
traffic proposal was present¬ 
ed which would provide for a 
deceleration lane running 
from Washington Street. This 
road would be parallel with 
Washington Street and would 
join with another road which 
would be parallel with Bel- 
more Park. This can only add 
to the furthering of traffic 
complications and would in¬ 
volve more of the taxpayers 
money to correct the difficul¬ 
ty by possible rotaries, traf¬ 
fic lights, police protection 
etc.,” spokesmen for the asso¬ 
ciation stated. 

“There are approximately 
232 acres of vacant land in 
Newton which are already 
zoned for business. Good city 
planning would allow for 
these parcels of land to be 
developed fully before bust 
ness or industry is allowed to 
encroach and “spot” zone an 
area in the midst of a resi¬ 
dential area. To allow “spot’ 
zoning can only destroy resi¬ 
dential areas and decrease 
the property values of the 
surrounding homes simulta¬ 
neously, “they said.

‘Growing Up In Newton’ 


A panel discussion on 
‘'Growing Up In Newton” 
featured the second general 
meeting of the Countryside 
P. T. A. last Wednesday night. 
Five panel members were re¬ 
quested by Moderator Bernard 
Shulman to help the large 
audience see ‘‘the Newton our 
children know and we think 
we know', but actually may 
know little of • the total en¬ 
vironment of the child.” 

Panel members were Judge 
Julian Yeslev. of the Newton 
district court. Dr. Haskell 
Cohen, cheif psychologist at 
the Newton Mental Health 
Center, Dr. Sylvia Krakow, 
head psychiatric social work¬ 
er at the Newton Mental 
Health Center, Dr. Phillip 
Nogee, a Newton parent and 
professor of psychology at 
Boston University, and Miss 
Rita Cushing, head teacher at 
Countryside School. 

Dr. Nogec, representing the 
parents’ point of view, dis¬ 
cussed the problem of stereo¬ 
types about Newton which in-

home situations, and the 
child’s need for independence 
from home, to function at 
his best in school. 

“The parents and teachers 
need strong, open lines of 
communication with each 
ether to foster the child’s de¬ 
velopment, but how is this 
accomplished without inter¬ 
fering with the child’s sense 
of independence? 

“There are no pat answers, 
no simple solutions; we can 
only raise questions,” Dr. 
Krakow said. 

The moderator, Mr. Shul¬ 
man, asked Dr. Cohen, ‘‘what 
do children need to grow up?” 
The Doctor replied: 

“We have to recognize that 
children can speak for them¬ 
selves; we have to listen.” 

He said that children need 
a greater sense of autonomy, 
best learned by being shown. 
"If a child senses that his 
parents, having reached ma¬ 
turity. still want to grow, and 
are willing to make mistakes, 
the child develops a greater 
sense of competence as a 
person. 

“The parents’ role,” Dr. Co¬ 
hen said, “is a peculiar blend 
of being there and giving sup¬ 
port, but enjoying seeing 
children grow up and away 
from dependence on the pa¬ 
rent. 

‘The parent must not take 
over everything. This cuts the 
child’s growth and doesn’t 
permit the child to develop 
the tolerance of frustration 
necessary for full maturity,” 
Doctor Cohen concluded. 

Judge Yesley commented on 
the gap between generations, 
seen primarily in a lack of 
communication which is parti- 
cularly sharp today. Young 
people don’t think the parents 
know what is going on, the 
Judge said. 

“Whatever else one might 
say about young people to¬ 
day, they are frank, honest 
and aware of shame. If they 
sense hypocrisy they will not 
except the standards of the 
parents. Although the stand¬ 
ards of each generation may 
differ slightly, young people 
must develop self- discipline, 
self restraint; they rpust learn 
to say no to themselves.” 

Questions from the audience 
followed the panel discussion.

Dr. Nogee pointed out: “It’s 
a problem of semantics. To 
pressure children is wrong 
but to challenge them is 
good.” He wondered if the 
children were being challenged 
enough. 

The Doctor was also con¬ 
cerned about the stereotype 
of the “affluent community” 
where parents are afraid to 
say no to a child, or, perhaps, 
worse, are afraid to say yes. 

“This leads to the myth¬ 
ology of doubting yourself,” 
he said. “Parents have usually 
done the sensible thing, des¬ 
pite all they hear from psy- 
cologists. The parent has to 
act, to decide in order to avoid 
the community neurosis of 
“are w ( e doing right, or more 
often, what are we doing 
wrong”. 

Miss Cushing spoke of 
common problems teachers 
see. “There is too much fear 
and worry in the children, 
particularly in the lower 
grades, about how well 
they’re going to perform in 
the school situation.” She em¬ 
phasized that children must 
realize that they are allowed 
mistakes; that learning is a 
continuous process of mis¬ 
takes. When this hurdle in the 
child’s attitude is overcome, 
the teacher “can take the child 
from where he is.” 

Miss Cushing also observed 
that too many children suffer 
from insufficient sleep and 
are unable to begin the school 
day relaxed and rested. Too 
many also have overcrowded 
schedules, and consequently, 
she said, have not learned to 
make good use of free time. 
Many of these problems grow 
from the parents hopes for 
the best for their child. 
“Match the dream to the 
child,” warned Miss Cushing.

Mrs. Morris, co-chairman 
of the Conference whose top¬ 
ic is “How Are We Going to 
Pay for Our Schools?” has 
collected her information as 
a layman in an attempt to 
acquaint citizens with certain 
salient facts. 

Cited in this bulletin is a 
statement made Feb. 8, by 
Dr. Harold J. Berman, chair¬ 
man, Newton School Commit¬ 
tee (the Newton School Bud¬ 
get): “. .. represents a com¬ 
promise between the pressing 
long range needs of the 
schools and the financial re¬ 
sources available to the city 
at this particular time. We 
have felt compelled by imme¬ 
diate fiscal considerations to 
postpone many needed educa¬ 
tional improvements.” 

The bulletin points out that 
not only are many education¬ 
al needs going unmet, but fi¬ 
nancial problems also exist 
in the area of Newton teach¬ 
ers salaries. At one time 
Newton had a superior sal¬ 
ary scale, but a recent Na¬ 
tional study of 17 similar su¬ 
burban communities ranked 
Newton near the bottom in 
every salary scale, it was 
stated.

Railroad Seeks 
To Drop All 
Newton Trains 

The New York Central Rail¬ 
road has filed petitions with 
the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities seek¬ 
ing permission to discontinue 
all nine of its commutor trains 
that serve Newton.

great deal to be concerned 
about.” 

In answer to a query by: 
School Committeewoman 
Norma W. Mintz, Hawkridge 
insisted: “We have jurisdic¬ 
tion over the children on their 
way to and from school.” 

School Committeeman Man¬ 
uel Beckwith concurred with 
Hawkridge: “It is perfectlyj 
proper for the Chairman and 
the Superintendent to confer 
with the Mayor on the sub¬ 
ject. We have not had a re¬ 
port on safety in many years. 
If nothing else were accomp¬ 
lished, it would be good to 
inform the Committee on 
what is being done.” 

Beckwith subsequent¬ 
ly proposed that a record 
be kept by School Commit¬ 
tee Secretary Stanley Rus¬ 
sell on unfinished business. 
“At many meetings there 
are requests from School 
Committee members for re¬ 
ports,” Beckwith declared. 
“I wish there was a way to 
include the requests on the 
docket so as to remind you 
and us that they are pend¬ 
ing.” 

Increased child safety edu¬ 
cation was recommended by 
School Committeewoman Nor¬ 
ma W. Mintz, who said that 
she had been a member of the 
Elementary School Schedule 
Study Committee with officer 
Charles Feeley, the Newton 
Police Department’s school 
safety officer. 

“One of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Study Group was 
to look into means of safety 
education,” Mrs. Mintz said. 
She declared that Officer 
Feeley felt that children are 
so used to having artificial 
traffic gaps created for them 
that they are not accustomed 
to searching for a natural 
gap to be able to cross. 

In answer to a question by 
acting School Committee 
Chairman Francis P. Frazier, 
Superintendent of Schools 
Brown explained that a safety 
education program has been 
carried on under the com¬ 
bined jurisdiction of Officer 
Feeley and Acting Supervisor 
of Physical, Health and Safety 
Education Warren L. Huston. 

“There is regular instruc¬ 
tion in bicycle safety, water 
safety, and first aid”, 
Brown said. He added that 
currently the school admin¬ 
istration is making an ex¬ 
haustive study of the school 
districts in the Auburndale 
area, partly with a view to 
try to avoid having children 
cross heavily traveled thor-

Newton To Be In Region 4 
Of Mental Health Set-Lp 


Dr. Harry C. Solomon, Mas¬ 
sachusetts Mental Health 
Commissioner, has filed with 
the Secretary of State a for¬ 
mal plan establishing the geo¬ 
graphical boundaries within 
which sweeping new mental 
health and retardation serv¬ 
ices will be developed and 
provided on a community 
basis. 

Under the new set-up, the 
state is being divided into 
seven regions and 37 areas. 
Newton is in the Newton- 
Wellesley area, one of four 
areas of Region 4. The other 
Region 4 areas are Medfield- 
Norwood, Quincy and West- 
boro-Framingham. 

Dr. Solomon termed the re¬ 
gional and area set-up as “a 
necessary first step in imple¬ 
menting the mental health 
act, “adding that “our next 
'step will be appointment of 


Newton Man Names Civil 
War’s Forgotten General 


Featured speaker at the re¬ 
cent meeting of the Civil War 
Round Table of Greater Bos¬ 
ton w r as Lawrence G. Rubin 
of 1504 Centre St., Newton, 
with whom the history of the 
Civil War era is a hobby. 

He discussed “The Civil 
War’s Forgotten General, 
George H. Thomas.” 

“General Thomas never 
avoided a battle, and he 
never lost one,” according to 
Rubin who has studied Civil 
War history for years, “but 
he is the Union’s forgotton 
general now because he 
fought in the West, and he 
had no public relations staff 
to turn out quotable phrases 
like ‘Get there first with the 
most*.** 


Using official Army records 
and information uncovered in 
lengthy research, Rubin 
pointed out that Thomas was 
a general’s general who 
shaped the Army of the Cum¬ 
berland, the first in history 
to use railroads, camouflage 
and the field telegraph. Then 
he led it in one of the two 
most perfect battles in his¬ 
tory to defeat and effectively 
erase an entire Confederate 
army in the decisive battle 
of the Civil War at Nashville. 

Mr. Rubin was invited to 
address the Boston Round 
Table by William F. Thatcher 
of 232 Collins Rd., Waban, 
president of the American 
History study group which 
meets monthly in the Civil

Taxpayers Bulletin Advocates 
School Budget Improvement 


“Newton’s schools should 
put their budgets in a pro¬ 
gram, not an object use 
form,” the Newton Taxpay¬ 
ers’ Associattion asserts in its 
current bulletin. 

The bulletin reports that in 
the past 12 years Newton’s 
school population has gone up 
about two percent, school 
taxes have gone up 140 per¬ 
cent, and taxes for all other 
city purposes have gone up 
less than four percent. Yet, 
against this background, 
school professionals project a 
doubling of school costs in less 
than 10 years even with the 
same number of students. 

“If that is the professional 
forecast, someone beside the 
professionals or the profes¬ 
sionally oriented had better 
get into a position to be more 
incisive about the examina¬ 
tion of school costs — and one 
good way is by a program 
budget rather than an object 
use one,” the bulletin states. 

“T h e Taxpayers’ have 
urged encumbrance account¬ 
ing, line item budgeting and 
capital improvement budget¬ 
ing in the past and these de¬ 
vices are all now being form¬ 
ally used on the city side of 
Newton’s government,” noted 
Lorenz F. Mutther, Jr., the

The seven regions and 37 
areas now officially estab 
lished for first-step implemen¬ 
tation of the new mental 
health act were drawn along 
guidelines that will help ob¬ 
tain federal funds for area 
programs, according to Fred¬ 
erick J. Hinman, M.D., as¬ 
sistant to the Commissioner,

Taxpayers’ executive direc¬ 
tor, in an interview this week. 

“Now the time has come to 
make it easy for taxpayers to 
see from the budget docu¬ 
ments themselves a total 
record of past expenses, past 
performance, future pro¬ 
grams and their financing 
projected both on the city 
and the school side. The cur¬ 
rent fashionable word for this 
process and the controls and 
judgments it requires is 
‘value engineering’,” he said. 

“Because less has been done 
up to date with the school 
presentations and because the 
professional forecasts of fu¬ 
ture school costs are so stag¬ 
gering, we are directing out 
primary attention there,” 
Muther continued. 

“We are making the follows 
ing quick and seemingly easy 
points in the bulletin,” he 
went on. 

“Program or performance 
or functional accounting in 
support of such a budget form 
of itself will show better: 

1. How much each program 
costs; 

2. How well the money is 
used in furtherance of each 
program or function; 

3. Make more of the adraijv- 
istrators’ time available for 
major decisions; 

4. Make it easier for elect¬ 
ed officials to decide how 
much shall be given the ad¬ 
ministrators for what pro¬ 
gram. 

“But it can do more if we 
include the concept of ‘Value 
engineering’,” Muther assert¬ 
ed. “For then we can think 
of adding to operation budget¬ 
ing the idea embodied in capi¬ 
tal improvement budgeting — 
in short, plan the programs 
visibly. 

“Why should we not show 
more clearly in our budgets 
where we hope to go and bow, 
as well as where we have 
been and why plus just the 
current year’s direct obliga¬ 
tion?” Muther asked. 

“On analysis this is no 
mere rhetorical question. The 
federal government is begin¬ 
ning to insist upon this con¬ 
cept for its aid programs. 
Newton has the skills, the 
competent administrators and 
the techniques right at hand 
and in scattered cases is us¬ 
ing them right now. Let u* 
use them fully,” Muther con¬ 
cluded.

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SURVEYOR LANDS ON MOON BUT RUNS INTO TROUBLE 

THE SURVEYOR 3 mooncraft. after doing itself proud 
by landing right on time (7:04 p.m. EST) only 2.4 miles away 
from the preselected site on the Ocean of Storms of the moon, 
ran into major trouble later last night as one of its rocket 
motors refused to shut off. 

Scientists at the Jet Production Laboratory in Pasadena, 
Calif., were striving via radio signals desperately to get the 
balky rocket under control before the power for the craft’s 
camera and “clamdigger” shovel is used up, or the craft it¬ 
self is destroyed. They are hopeful they can get the 18-inch 
metal digger to operate today in scooping soil from the 
moon’s surface and to get pictures of the soil from Surveyor’s 
TV camera. 

POST GRADUATE DEFERMENTS IN DRAFT DOOMED 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON is preparing an executive order 
to end the use of post-graduate education deferments as a 
means of escaping the draft, Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. Hershey revealed. 

Hershey made the disclosure in testimony before the 
Senate Armed Services Committee which is considering a 
four-year extension of the draft law. He also outlined a type 
of lottery by birth dates and initials which could be used to 
select eligible 19-year-olds for military service. 

N. H. SENATOR ACCUSED OF ELECTION LAW VIOLATIONS 

NEW HAMPSHIRE’S Republican Chairman John Palazzi 
has accused Democratic Sen. Thomas McIntyre of violating 
state election laws and has requested Atty. Gen. George 
Pappagianis to prosecute “the several separate violations 
of the election laws of which I complain appear to have been 
willful.” Conviction of the alleged violation would make 
the two-term senator ineligible to hold public office. 

Palazzi said McIntyre’s acceptance of 1966 campaign 
contributions in certain instances violated the state consti¬ 
tution and state statutes which require reporting of campaign 
contributions and set limits on contributions. McIntyre had 
no comment. 

COPPOLINO'S EX MISTRESS TAKES STAND AT TRIAL 

THE DISCARDED mistress and chief accuser of Dr. Carl 
A. Coppolino, on trial at Naples, Fla., for the murder of his 
first wife, admitted on the witness stand Wednesday that 
she had engaged him in conversations on a bugged telephone 
when he eventually married another woman. 

Mrs. Marjorie Farber, 18 years older than the drapper 
84-year-old Coppolino, also admitted she had urged a “whis¬ 
pering campaign” against him and had gone to his wife w’hen 
she saw him in the company of Mary Gibson, the attractive 
divorcee he later married. 

AUTO WORKERS PLAN TOUGH BARGAINING 

THE UNITED AUTO WORKERS warned the nation’s 
car makers the union will not heed “poor mouth ’ talk of 
lower profits in pressing its contract demands. 

More than 3.000 delegates gathered for the opening to¬ 
day of the union’s three-day special contract bargaining 
convention. Contract talks with the big three auto com¬ 
panies, Ford, General Motors and Chrysler, begin July 6, 
with the present three-year contracts expiring Sept. 6. The 
union’s militancy on issues such as a sizeable pay increase, 
guaranteed annual income and elimination of lower wage 
scales for Canadian auto workers, is backed by a strike fund 
estimated at more than $60 million. 

BOB KENNEDY LEADS MOVE ON APPORTIONMENT MOVE 

SEVERAL SENATORS, led by Robert F. Kennedy, yes¬ 
terday rejected as invalid 32 state resolutions calling for 
a constitutional convention aimed at upsetting the Supreme 
Court ruling or reapportionment.

WIND AND WAVES WASH AWAY NANTUCKET OIL BLOBS 

THE ATLANTIC OCEAN turned Indian-giver again in 
Nantucket Island as eight-foot waves and strong winds pound¬ 
ed beaches, washing away most of the murky oil from the 
beaches. Earlier this week, the massive blobs of oil coating 
beaches were pulled out to sea by a heavy surf. 

A Coast Guard spokesman said a beach patrol found a 
few dead birds and ducks near the shore but added the bad 
weather hampered a search of the beachline. An estimated 
600 water fowl were killed by the oil slick on the Cape. 

NORTHEAST AIRLINES SEEK ROUTES WEST 

NORTHEAST AIRLINES has asked the Civil Aeronautics 
Board for permission to fly west. In twin actions, the airline 
•ought permission to link northern New England directly 
with such midwest points as Detroit and Chicago, and Bos¬ 
ton and northern New England with Seattle, Wash., and Port¬ 
land, Ore. 

Until now, Northest has been basically a New England- 
to-Florida carrier, whose financial troubles ended two years 
ago when the Storer Broadcasting chain purchased the line 
and began a massive buildup of jet equipment.

“We are concerned about it, 
along with many other edu¬

FUNERAL PLANS FOR ADENAUER ANNOUNCED 

CONRAD ADENAUER’S BODY will lie in state in the 
Chancellery in Bonn, Germany, Saturday and Sunday and 
then will be taken to Cologne for funeral services Tuesday 
in the 800-year-old cathedral. After the service in Cologne, 
the coffin will be carried up the Rhine River by navy boat 
for burial in the family plot at Rhoendorf. 

These funeral plans were announced yesterday as tri¬ 
butes poured in from world leaders for the iron-willed for¬ 
mer chancellor who died earlier yesterday at the age of 91. 
President Johnson was one of the first leaders to announce 
he would attend the funeral services. The President is ex¬ 
pected to announce today his plans for traveling to Ger¬ 
many. He is not expected to visit any other countries in 
Europe in view of his recent trips to Guam and to South 
America. 

HANOI REACTION TO NEW PEACE PLAN AWAITED 

WORD FROM HANOI once again was awaited on the 
latest proposal from the United States on starting talks to 
end the war in Vietnam, but there were very few hopes held 
out for Ho Chi Minh’s acceptance of the plan. 

Yesterday, Secretary of State Dean Rusk proposed that 
the United States and South Vietnam troops would pull back 
10 miles from the demilitarized zone if Hanoi’s forces would 
make a similar withdrawal and permit international inspec¬ 
tion to verify their action. Talks would then resume leading 
to a possible settlement of the conflict.

Martin’s plan ws spurned by North Viet¬ 
nam, leading observers to fear that Rusk's proposal will 
meet the same fate. 


Paul Revere, the man who 

“spread the alarm through 
every Middlesex village and 
farm” was more famous in 
his own time for his very 
considerable talent as a sil¬ 
versmith than for his ability 
in rousing the countryside. 

A Newton artisan, Robert 
I). Wild, has created a min¬ 
iature diorama of Revere’s 
busy shop to be exhibited in 
the Boston Museum of Sci¬ 
ence series of historic New 
England industries. 

It will be opened to the pub¬ 
lic next Tuesday evening, 
April 25, following presenta¬ 
tion on Monday evening at¬ 
tended by trustees and friends 
of the Museum. 

For the fifty years that Paul 
Revere plied his art there was 
no better silversmith in Amer¬ 
ica. 

His reputation has never 
diminished, and his works 
are much appreciated to¬ 
day as they were by the 
prosperous merchants and 
shipowners who ordered 
them 200 years ago. 

Paul Revere’s shop for 
many years was at the head 
of Clark’s Wharf in the North 
End of Boston. This teeming 
wharf, with its busy shops, 
counting houses, sail lofts, and 
warehouses along one side, 
and vessels of all types tied 
up at the other, was second 
in size and importance only 
to Long Wharf. 

The shop, like the wharf, is 


long gone. However, a repre¬ 
sentation of its interior — as 
accurate as available records 
of the period will allow—may 
now be seen in the fascinating 
miniature diorama being 
completed for the Museum 
of Science by Newton artisan 
Wild.

Liquor Price-Fixing Law Is 
Absurdly Unfair To Public 

Repeal of the liquor price-fixing law, as proposed 
by Governor Volpe, is a step which should have been 
taken long ago. In fact, the law should not have been 
placed on the statute books in the first place. 

This law was intended for the protection of certain 
liquor store operators, not the general public. It was 
clearly designed to prevent competition and possible 
price wars between liquor store operators. 

It was a virtually impossible law to enforce. At¬ 
tempts to enforce it and to punish those who disobeyed 
it had ludicrous aspects. 

Agents employed by the State Alcoholic Beverages 
Control Commission, their salaries paid from public 
funds, were assigned to crack down on package stores 
which were selling liquor at bargain prices to the gen¬ 
eral public. 

Many package stores flouted the law. You could 
ami now can buy a bottle of whiskey in them at $L 
or more below the posted price. 

These stores were not selling large volumes c£ 
liquor at a loss. The markup under the minimum pnees 
set by the State ABC Commission was so large that 
they could slash prices and still make a reasonable 
profit. Why the ABC placed the figures so high is a 
mystery to this observer. 

The only place the law was actually obeyed was 
in sections where there was a monopoly. You really

be 9,400 deaths in the state 
from the disease this year,” | 
Dr. Seeglitz added. 

Many of these deaths are 
needless, according to Dr. 
Seeglitz. He urged the public 
to follow closely the advice of 
the A. C. S.: have an annual 
medical checkup and learn 
cancer’s seven warning sig¬ 
nals. 

These signals are; unusual 
bleeding or discharge, a lump 
or thickening in the breast 
or elsewhere, a sore that does 
not hear, a change in bowel 
or bladder habits, persistent 
hoarseness or cough, indiges¬ 
tion or difficulty in swallow¬ 
ing, and a change in a wart 
or mole. 

“If any one of these seven j 
warning signals lasts longer 
than two w'eeks, the individ¬ 
ual should immediately go to 
his doctor,” Dr. Seeglitz said. 

“One out of three cancer 
patients is being saved today. 
Only one in five was being 
saved thirty years ago. Ear¬ 
lier diagnosis and more 
prompt treatment are the 
main reasons for the increased 
survival rate among cancer 
patients today,” Dr. Seeglitz 
said.

Also, lanterns and candle 
holders, a bellows, a 
quill pen, a kidney bench 
having leather catch-aprons 
with pockets to save metal 
filings for re-melting. 


A removable grill work is 
In the floor beneath the 
jeweler’s bench on which 
workers scuffed their feet 
to scrape off filings. There 
is even a sleepy cat curled 
up on a three-legged stool. 
All are scaled two inches 
to the foot. 

F.xquisite finished pieces 
awaiting pickup by their own¬ 
ers are displayed on shelves 
next to the window looking 
out on the wharf. 

These—a footed silver tray 
no bigger than a silver dollar, 
a pair of casters, a tankard, 
a teapot and a long-handled 
saucepan, as well as the Sons 
of Liberty Bowl in Revere’s 
hands, are the work of Ernest 
T. Thompson, Jr., instructor 
at the Museum School, who 
lives in Maine. The diorama 
is the gift to the Museum 
from Reed and Barton, silver¬ 
smiths.

Something To Think About 

The last time the majority of Americans thought 
about Civil Defense was in the grim days of October, 
1962, when the threat of nuclear attack on the United 
States was very real. 

Civil Defense was in everybody’s mind in those 
days and for weeks and months afterward. Many peo¬ 
ple, their fear real, did something about it. They built 
shelters, some elaborate, some crude, and laid in a 
stock of survival food and equipment. 

Now we doubt if many ordinary citizens think 
twice about the possibility of nuclear attack and the 
means to survive. Those who expended the time, effort 
and money to construct, or have constructed a home 
shelter, perhaps now use them for additional storage. 
We imagine the stocks of staples and purified water 
have been used or allowed to deteriorate. 

The general public has pushed the thought of 
atomic warfare into the dim recesses of the mind — 
like death. Everyone knows about it, but nobody wants 
to think about it. 

Of course, unlike death, a nuclear holocaust is 
not inevitable. It may never happen and God grant 
it will not. 

Therefore, in this day when most of us have suc¬ 
cessfully hidden away the horrible thought, it is heart¬ 
ening to know that there are those among us who 
haven’t forgotten there are Inter-Continental Ballistic 
Missiles with 100-megaton nuclear warheads perched 
on launching pads just about 15 minutes away. Yes, it 
wouldn’t take much more time than that if somebody 
decided to push a button. 

The professional Civil Defense personnel on the 
state and federal level think about it. They live with 
a very real fear, as do service groups such as the 
Strategic Air Commond, the Army and the Navy. They 
live with it 24 hours a day, every day. 

Just last week there was an Industrial Defense 
Symposium held in Boston, although most Bostonians 
were unaware of it. 

Lt. Gen. William F. Train, commanding general of 
the 1st Army, whose area of responsibility includes all 
of New England in the 15 Eastern Seaboard states, 
compared Civil Defense for industry to “insurance.” 

“For industry, an aggressive program of defense 
for plants during normal operations is an investment 
which will pay large dividends in the aftermath of any 
type of potential disaster,” he said. “The important 
consideration in such a program is not a matter of how 
much it costs now, but rather what the future cost 
might be in lives, production capacity and even the sur¬ 
vivability of these United States.” 

Gov. Volpe said the task of Civil Defense pre¬ 
paredness “is somthing that every city and town, every 
school and college, every business and industry, every 
home owner and apartment dweller must participate in 
—actively and cooperatively.” 

It’s somthing to think about! 

“I’m Under 30, Dad” 

There was a time when the term “long hair” meant 
a lover of classical music or, perhaps, a musician who 
played only chamber music. 

Now, long, unkempt hair means, according to Clark 
Kerr, former head of the University of California, 
that “I’m under 30, Dad.” His former campus and the 
area surrounding it abounded in long-haired, unwashed 
members of the “beat” generation. 

A warning w r as issued recently that these long¬ 
haired, unwashed teenagers may be bringing back 18th 
Century health conditions, complete with lice and 
plagues. 

Dr. Edward Lee Russell, the Orange County, Cali¬ 
fornia, health official, said 1500 youngsters in three 
schools in Anaheim, Cal., were found with head lice 
last month. 

“The recent trend away from good personal hy¬ 
giene — the cult of ‘vagabondism’ — has gone to such 
limits that the return of the louse was inevitable,” Dr. 
Russell declared. 

“Long hair that is rarely washed, and an unclean 
body and filthy clothing are an open invitation to the 
louse.” He said the only missing ingredient was that 
the lice themselves were not infected with some disease- 
causing organism, such as typhus or the bubonic plague. 

To control the outbreak at two junior high schools 
and a senior high school in Anaheim, students were 
sent home and ordered to clean up, and the schools 
were sprayed with parasiticides. 

We wonder how many young people in Greater 
Boston and environs are as truly “loused up” as we 
in the over 30 group think they arc. 

Dr. Russell said the spread of lice in Anaheim was 
mainly due to the widespread habit among students of 
using each others’ combs and brushes. 

We hope a warning to the beatniks will be suf¬ 
ficient. We don’t mind long hair signifying “I’m under 
30, Dad,” but we hope it also doesn’t mean “I’m awful 
dirty, Dad.”

W. Houghton, president of the 
Houghton Chemical Corpora¬ 
tion.

Chestnut St., West Newton. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Houghton 
are Wesleyan University 
graduates. Their children, 
Glen 20, Bruce, 18, Mark, 16, 
and Laurelan, 14, all attend¬ 
ed Newton public schools. 

With them reside Mrs. 
Houghton’s parents, the Rev. 
Edwin L. Kautz, who is pro¬ 
fessor emeritus of Boston Uni¬ 
versity. and his wife. 

Mrs. Houghton has lived in 
Newton and participated in 
community affairs here for 20 
years. Her work in the. 
League and on many city 
committees has made her 
especially knowledgeable of 
the board and current prob¬ 
lems of the city. 

She served as a member of 
the Elemetary School Sched¬ 
ule Committee and is cur¬ 
rently on the Newton Junior 
College Study Committee, 
the Crime Prevention Com¬ 
mittee, the Mayor’s Advisory 
Committee on Urban Beauti¬ 
fication, the Newton Peace 
Community Center, and the 
Youth Center Committee 
under the chairmanship of 
Judge Julian Yesley. 

Upon graduation from West¬ 
minster College, cum laude, 
in 1942, Mrs. Houghton was 
awarded a two-year fellow¬ 
ship in English at Syracuse 
University, where she obtain¬ 
ed her M.A. Her teaching ex¬ 
perience includes both adult 
education courses and under¬ 
graduate courses at Syracuse 
University and at Colby 
Junior College.

When Dr. Isaac Asimov of 
Newton is honored in late 
April, he will feel right at 
home at Boston University’s 
Mugar Memorial Library. 
He’s written his fair share of 
the books there. 

But to describe this well 
known science fiction, history 
and science author as a pro¬ 
lific writer would be an under¬ 
statement. 

For example, last year he 
wrote a total of 12 books— 
that’s right, 12—to increase 
his career total to 80 books. 
And he is only 48 years old.

Sacred Heart 
Nun Is Dead 

Mother Mary Virginia Cole¬ 
man, R.S.C.J., librarian of the 
Newton College of the Sacred 
Heart from 1949 to 1966, died 
Monday after a long illness. 

She was appointed librarian 
four years after the college 
was founded and organized 
and directed the books collec¬ 
tion which she built from a 
small nucleus into a 65,000- 
volume library. She helped 
plan the new Kenny-Cottle Li¬ 
brary which opened this sem¬ 
ester. 

She was a native of Lynch¬ 
burg, Va., where her family 
had lived since the end of the 
17th century. One of her an¬ 
cestors built the first Episco¬ 
pal Church in the area. 

She received her bachelor’s 
degree in library science from 
George Washington Universi¬ 
ty and worked for some time 
in the bibliographical depart¬ 
ment of the Library of Con¬ 
gress. 

While serving as college li¬ 
brarian at Newton, she re¬ 
ceived a masters’ degree in Li¬ 
brary Science at Simmons Col¬ 
lege. having previously earned 
a master of arts degree in 
English at the Catholic Uni¬ 
versity of America. 

She became a convert to 
Catholicism in 1936 and two 
years later entered the Society 
of the Sacred Heart at Al¬ 
bany, N.Y. As a nun she 
taught in Sacred Heart Acad¬ 
emies in Washington, Detroit 
and Philadephia before com¬ 
ing to Newton. 

Mother Coleman leaves two 
brothers, Robert R. of Dayton, 
O., and Jesse of Lynchburg, 
Va., and two sisters, Mrs. 
Lloyd Sandefer and Mrs. 
James J. Martine, both of 
Washington. D.C.

but they are not the primary 
goals—which should be adults 
who use their sexuality in 
mature and responsible 
ways.’ 

“ ‘In accepting this prim¬ 
ary goal, one presupposition 
is essential—understanding 
sexuality as a part of total 
personality. Acceptance of 
one’s own sexuality and 
that of others must come 
before any kind of sex edu¬ 
cation can be accomplish¬ 
ed,” Dr. Brown quoted Dr. 
Calderone as stating. 

“It is in this sense,” he 
commented, “that I use the 
word sexuality, and I should 
add that at the present time, 
we are some distance from 
knowing how to develop in 
children the kind of under¬ 
standing and acceptance to 
which Dr. Calderone refers,” 
Brown went on. 

“In any event, we do not 
intend to develop a program 
that has as a primary goal 
the offsetting of illegitimate 
pregnancies; even though, as 
Dr. Calderone suggests, this 
might be a desirable by¬ 
product of a sound pattern of 
sex education,” the school 
superintendent said. 

‘The article that appeared 
Monday also makes the state¬ 
ment that ‘(the program) will 
become effective in a year or 
so and will apply to lower 
grades through grade 12, and 
also that ‘it will not be a 
separate subject but related 
to various parts of the cur¬ 
riculum’ ”, Dr. Brown quoted. 

“Again,” he asserted, 
“both of these statements 
are premature and some¬ 
what misleading. They are 
premature because they 
give the impression that we 
are about to launch a new 
program, when. In fact, we 
are only in the early stages 
of diseussion and they are 
misleading because they 
suggest that we have a def¬ 
inite program in mind. 

“Any suggestion that a pro¬ 
gram on sex education would 
extend from kindergarten 
through grade 12 and would 
not be a separate subject 
simply reflects my own un¬ 
tested thinking on the matter 
and these conditions should 
not be stated as a firm part 
of any future program,” the 
superintendent continued. 

“As a superintendent of 
schools, this is but one of 
many unresolved questions 
that I must ponder, and while 
I have done some thinking 
about it and am willing to 
share my present thoughts 
with any interested party, 
these thoughts are far from 
fully formed, and will certain-

ly be re-shaped as further 
discussions are held,” Dr. 
Brown pointed out. 

“The important point,” 
he stressed, “is that I be¬ 
lieve that the whole matter 
of sex education is one 
worthy of our consideration, 
and while same school sys¬ 
tems (Bedford, Mass., for 
example) have made note¬ 
worthy progress in develop¬ 
ing programs in this field, 

I have not yet seen a pro¬ 
gram that deals with the 
problem in a comprehensive 
fashion throughout a child’s 
formal education. 

“Furthermore,” he empha¬ 
sized, “there are even more 
fundamental questions to be 
raised, such as the one I sug¬ 
gested earlier regarding the 
role of the schools in this 
matter. The feelings of par¬ 
ents here probably range all 
the way from the opinion that 
it is not a proper matter for 
public education to the con¬ 
viction that we must become 
completely engaged in the 
kind of comprehensive pro¬ 
gram to which I have re¬ 
ferred.

ant for the UDC tried to as¬ 
suage their fears and present¬ 
ed considerable evidence in 
support of his contention that 
the location was the best in 
the city from a transportation 
point of view. He explained 
that the proposed giant ro¬ 
tary pattern around the proj¬ 
ect would make for an even 
flow of traffic at all times. It 
was also pointed out that en¬ 
trance and exits to the pro¬ 
posed complex would be away 
from the area. 

The complex would include 
a 13-story motel with 300 
rooms, two restaurants, a 10- 
story apartment house, a six- 
story garage, specialty stores 
and shops and possibly a 
bank. Cost of construction of 
the first section would be ap¬ 
proximately $15 millon. 

Mayor Monte G. Bashas did 
not testify at the hearing but 
it is known that he favors the 
development because of the 
new revenue it would bring 
into the city. 

A pedestrian walk-way over 
the toll road, from Centre 
street to Washington street, 
would be part of the new 
complex. 

According to Chairman 
John T. Driscoll, of the Turn¬ 
pike Authority, the zone 
change is needed so that the 
UDC can take the first step. 
He also said that during a 
year and a half of planning, 
the developers, whose princi¬ 
pals are Newton residents, 
had proved their ability to 
build the project.

The Atlantic crossing will 
be from Jacksonville, Fla., to 
Plymouth, England, and Mr. 
Sherman will be conducting 
plankton research en route. 
Scientists from other institu¬ 
tions will be aboard doing 
other oceanographic research. 

The Oceanographer is 
ESSA’s (Environmental Sci¬ 
ences Service Administra¬ 
tion) newest vessel and, at 
3800 tons and 303 feet, is the 
l&rjfest research ship built 
by the United States. 

The Oceanographer has 
many unique features, in¬ 
cluding a shipboard com¬ 
puter which permits auto¬ 
mation of engine room con¬ 
trols as well as the process¬ 
ing of oceanographic and 
meteorological data. 

The communication system 
includes equipment which can 
obtain data from ESSA’s 
weather satellite. 

In addition to laboratory 
space, there is an underwater 
observation chamber, with 
viewing ports and all the in¬ 
struments necessary to sup¬ 
port the full range of oceano¬ 
graphic and meteorological 
investigation. Accommoda¬ 
tions are available for 12 
visiting scientists. 

Mr. Sherman’s research 
aboard the Oceanographer 
is an extension of his plank¬ 
ton studies in the Gulf of 
Maine. These studies are 
concerned with the minute 
animal life that is used as 
food by herring (sardines). 

The distribution of these 
fish is related to the abun¬ 
dance of plankton that in turn 
is dependent on water move¬ 
ment and other hydrographic 
features. The research aboard 
the Oceanographer w-ill pro¬ 
vide new information on the 
zonation and dispersal of 
plankton, and will be valuable 
to the Gulf of Maine studies. 

The information will also be 
useful to other scientists 
working in the field, and Mr. 
Sherman is co-operating with 
members of a plankton labo¬ 
ratory in Edinburgh, Scot-

The outburst came when 0 f a charter objection. 


Alderman Winslow C. Aury- 
ansen imposed a charter ob¬ 
jection and terminated for the 
night’s session any talk on 
the Pentland Development 
Corporation’s petition for the 
right to erect an office build¬ 
ing complex. 

The Auryansen maneuver 
was made after Alderman 
Franklin N. Flaschner, chair¬ 
man of the Committee on 
Claims and Rules, completed | 
a prolonged report on his com¬ 
mittee's approval of the peti¬ 
tion by a 6 to 2 vote, and it 
prevented the making of a 
minority report by the two 
Aldermen who had voted for 
denial of the petition. 

That report can be made at 
the next meeting of the full 
board, and the matter acted 
upon, unless four members of 
the Board join with Auryansen 
In objecting, and in that event, 
the petition could not be act¬ 
ed on for at least another 
week. 

In any event, a three-fourths 
vote will be required for the 
petition’s approval. 

Virtually all the property 
owners in the area who ex¬ 
pressed opposition when the 
matter was given a public 
hearing were on hand Mon¬ 
day night. They apparently 
expected the petition would 


During the course of his 
committee report, which took 
more than 90 minutes to deli¬ 
ver, Flaschner said that the 
petitioner had offered to give 
the city a strip of land along 
Washington St. that would en¬ 
able the street to be widened. 


The office buildings, he ex¬ 
plained, would be set in a 
bowl-shaped tract, and there¬ 
fore, although the structures 
would be from three to four 
stories high, they would ex¬ 
tend only 15 feet above Wash¬ 
ington St. 

Flaschner also said that a 
majority of the Claims and 
Rules Committee was of the 
opinion that construction of 
the buildings would constitute 
a non-obnoxious use of the 
land, that the buildings would 
blend with the neighborhood, 
and that their presence w-ould 
stabilize the entire area.

Resurfacing Job 

The Newton Public Works 
Dept, hopes to begin resurf¬ 
acing Washington st., from 
Newton Corner to Rte. 128, by 
July 1, Director Willard S. 
Pratt said this week. The job, 
estimated to cost the city only 
$100,000, is expected to be 
finished by the time school 
opens. 

However, Pratt said, before 
the job begins the New Eng¬ 
land Telephone Co. will lay 
about three miles of conduit 
under Washington st., from 
Newton Corner to Common¬ 
wealth ave., for future use 
The job is expected to start 
“very soon.’’ according to 
Telephone officials. 

Although the conduit lines 
are not needed now, the com¬ 
pany is estimating that 
growth in the West Newton 
Auburndale, and Newton Low¬ 
er Falls areas in the next 
five years will require the 
additional service of 12 condu¬ 
its. 

After the street is paved, 
no utility company can dig up 
the street for at least five 
years. 

The resurfacing job will be 
done under the provisions of 
Chapter 90 with the state, 
county and city paying 50, 25 
and 25 per cent of the cost 
respectively. 

Pratt said the street will 
be resurfaced three inches 
deep in asphalt. In addition, 
about 1100 feet of 12-inch con¬ 
crete pipe will be laid either 
for new use or to replace 
existing pipe. 

The PWD Director said no 
changes in alignment will be 
made on Washington st. and it 
will not be widened at any 
point, although traffic islands 
will be put in to channel traf¬ 
fic at hazardous cross - over 
sections.

The Massachusetts Division', 
of the American Automobile 
Association today warned 
motorists to double check 
their auto excise tax bills for 
errors. 

“There appear to be more 
mistakes in the 1967 excise 
tax bills than ever before,” 
said Richard W. Hoover, di¬ 
rector of public relations. 
“Names and addresses are in¬ 
correct, while registrations 
are incorrect, valuations are 
incorrect, and the taxes due 
are incorrect. 

“Interestingly enough, the 
mistakes generally are at the 
expense of the taxpayer.” 

The AAA official offered 
some guidelines for motorists 
to use in double checking 
their excise tax bills: 

Your car is assessed or 
valued on its factory list 
price, which is lower than its 
retail price .This amount may 
be obtained from your dealer 
or the State Tax Dept. 


In checking on the list 
price, be sure to specify pre¬ 
cisely what car you own, the 
model and year, whether it 
has manual or automatic 
transmission, and anything 
else which affects its value. 

The tax is computed at the 
rate of $66 per $1,000 of list 
price according to the follow¬ 
ing formula: 

Year preceding designated 
year of manufacture, 50 per¬ 
cent. 

Year of manufacture, 90 
percent. 

Second year, 60 percent. 

Third year, 40 percent. 

Fourth Year. 25 percent. 

Fifth and succeeding years, 
10 percent . 

The “year preceding desig¬ 
nated year of manufacture” 
would mean a 1967 car which 
was bought in 1966 when th# 
models first came out. Th# 
“year of manufacture” means 
a 1967 car model for thi* 
year.

Strong Protest Against 
Local Teacher Turnover 


A strong protest against 
teacher turnover in Newton, 
stemming from an article that 
appeared in a recent issue of 
The Graphic, was released 
yesterday by Alvin Mandell, 
a long-time observer of the 
Newton School Committee and 
possible candidate for the 
Board in next November’s 
elections. 

Mandell presented his views 
in a vigorous five-point state¬ 
ment. “Firstly,” he said. 

“The Newton School Admin¬ 
istration states that teacher 
turnover is only 21.3 per cent, 
but the Graphic article indi¬ 
cated that 324 new personnel 
(exclusive of teacher aids or 
administrative personnel but 
including councilors and libra¬ 
rians) were hired. Since the 
total number of teachers em¬ 
ployed in the system is 115 
then 324 new teachers is ac¬ 
tually 29 per cent of the total. 

“It is interesting to contrast 
the teacher rates in several 
adjacent towns such as: Need¬ 
ham 12 per cent, Watertown 
7.5 per cent, Brookline 16 to 
18 percent. 

“It’s quite odd that Need¬ 
ham blames its “high” rate 
of turnover on the young wives 
it hires who only stay for a 
few years while putting their 
husbands through graduate 
school. This seems to have 
a very familiar sound doesn’t 
it? 

“The Graphic article indi¬ 
cates that only 109 of the new 
hirees are young married 
women. Thus, if they were to 
leave after only one year of 
teaching our turnover rate 
would only be 8.8 per cent in¬ 
stead of the advertised 21.3 
per cent. There is a very large 
discrepancy here that deserv¬ 
es explanation. However, my 
letters to the School Commit¬ 
tee, private or public, never 
seem to get answered. It’s 
doubtful, therefore, that they 
will answer this criticism.” 

“Secondly, of further inter¬ 
est to all taxpayers of New¬ 
ton, both parents or other¬ 
wise, is the constant demand 
by the School Department for 
decreasing the pupils per 
teacher ratio. The recom¬ 
mended ideal ratio is 25 to 1. 
However, at the present time 
we employ 1115 full time em¬ 
ployees. When this is divided 
into our less than 18,000 pupils 
you discover that the ratio is 
16 students for every em¬ 
ployee. 

“Does it appear that the 
system may be padded with 
too many administrative per¬ 
sonnel? This situation certain-

ly requires an explanation, 
since during the recent School 
Committee budget meetings 
the School Department want¬ 
ed to employ 75 more new 
teachers. Fortunately this was 
not allowed but nevertheless 
our tax rate will rise appre¬ 
ciably over last years due to 
the school budget increase of 
over 1.3 million dollars. 

“Thirdly, junior high school 
figures indicate the following 
pupil to teacher ratios yet the 
classes seem to vary consid¬ 
erably in size from class to 
class. Also included are the 
1965 - 1966 teacher turnover 
rates as provided me by the 
School Department. 

Day Jr. H. S., 18.85 pupils 
per teacher, 21.16% teacher 
turnover; Warren H. S., 18.5 
pupils per teacher, 9.38% 
teacher turnover; Bigelow H. 
S., 15 pupils per teacher, 

3.25% teacher turnover; 
Weeks H. S., 15 pupils per 
teacher, 27.6% teacher turn¬ 
over; Meadowbrook H. S., 
13.85 pupils per teacher, 
20.27% teacher turnover. 

“Fourthly, we constantly 
hear about the remedial read¬ 
ing problems and Newton’s 
need for more and more re¬ 
medial reading programs and 
teachers. It seems odd that 
Newton does not teach chil¬ 
dren how to read properly 
while they are in the lower 
elementary school grades but 
vanced to where they require 
remedial help. Is it possible 
that our experts are not 
teaching correctly or are not 
allowed to teach methods 
which guarantee proper re¬ 
sults. 

“It’s strange that since 1958 
the Hawkins School in Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio, has not required 
one remedial reading teacher 
since their pupils all learn to 
read properly in the lower 
elementary grades. 

“Perhaps our School De¬ 
partment has been so busy 
experimenting that they have 
not bothered to learn about 
the proven techniques which 
are already available else¬ 
where. Or is it possible that 
they cannot recognize visual 
perception difficulties such as 
dyslexia until it is too late. I 
understand that up until re¬ 
cently the Newton School De¬ 
partment has denied the exist¬ 
ence of dyslexia,” Mandell re¬ 
marked. 

“Lastly, I believe that all 
of the citizens of Newton (and 
I include the parents of the 
3400 students who do not at¬ 
tend our public schools and 
the others whose children are 
out of school or who do not 
have children) desire the fi¬ 
nest educational system pos¬ 
sible, but it must be kept 
within the ability of the citiz¬ 
ens to pay for it. 

“The Mayor has pointed out 
how in the last 12 years the 
tax rate has risen 54.2 per 
I cent. Of this increase, the 
; school budget accounted for 
I $24.31 out of a total rise of 
$25.40. The Mayor indicated a 
rise of 140 per cent in 12 years 
for the school budget alone 
against a 3.7 percent in-

Many of the counterfeits 
have been used by under-age 
drivers as identification to 
purchase alcoholic beverages 
and thousands of these forged 
licenses have been destroyed 
as a result of Gaffney’s in¬ 
vestigation.

Senator Cohen 
Says Problems 
Are Not Solved 

State Senator Beryl Cohen 
of Brookline stated at the 
April meeting of the Newton 
Jaycees, that this legislature 
has a “mistaken sense of pri- 
orities.” 

He emphasized that he is 
quite unhappy that the cur¬ 
rent legislature deems it nec¬ 
essary to consider the subsid¬ 
ization of the nationally 
known Miss Universe contest, 
and the importance of a sports 
stadium, before and with 
more vigor, than such reform 
legislation as mental health 
and public health services. 

Senator Cohen related that 
today’s problems were not be¬ 
ing solved. He suggested that 
mental health services should 
be decentralized to commu¬ 
nity service centers, and that 
public health services are lag¬ 
ging and little is being pro¬ 
vided. 

The Brookline legislator con¬ 
cluded that Title XIX, Medi¬ 
caid was not being fully util¬ 
ized, and he called for reform 
of our “badly fragmented” 
department of public welfare. 

During the business meet¬ 
ing conducted by President 
Theodore Clark, Jim Bishop, 
chairman of the Teen - age 
Rodeo Contest, stated that the 
event will be held on Satur¬ 
day, May 13th at Newton 
North High School.

Distaff Solons 
Want Class “B” 
For The Charles 

Senator Leslie B. Cutler, 
whose district includes five 
Newton wards, recently ex¬ 
pressed her dissatisfaction 
with the proposed classifica¬ 
tion of the Charles River in 
Weston, Needham, Newton 
and Wellesley as class C. 

Classes of bodies of fresh 
water run from A to D, vary¬ 
ing in suitability for drink¬ 
ing, swimming, fishing and 
boating. Roger Rondeau of 
the Water Pollution Control 
Division said at the public 
hearing at which Senator 
Cutler appeared that at pres¬ 
ent large portions of the 
Charles are unsuitable for 
any use, so that its classifica¬ 
tion as grade C would require 
certain upgrading. 

Senator Cutler proposed 
that the Charles River be 
treated so as to reach class 
B standards and thus be suit¬ 
able for swimming “as it was 
in 1916.” 

In a surprise appearance, 
Congresswoman Margaret M. 
Heckler, whose district takes 
in Newton, appealed to the 
division to classify all of the 
Charles River, instead of just 
half, as B. “The people of our 
State and other states have 
squandered their natural re¬ 
sources too long,” Mrs. Heck¬ 
ler said. “We would be ex¬ 
tremely shortsighted if we set 
out now to do only half the 
job.” 

Also recorded as favoring 
steps to upgrade the Charles 
River to make it suitable for 
swimming was Rep. Irving 
Fishman of Newton.

Affidavit by Convict Tell s 
Of Threats by Loan Shark 

The terror, the threats of brutality, violence and 
even murder, which mark the operation of Greater 
Boston’s vicious loan shark racket, are indicated vividly 
in an affidavit filed by a convict in behalf of John J. 
Kerrigan, who was sentenced to die for murder and has 
been striving to obtain a new trial. 

Even a casual reading of the affidavit makes one 
understand why Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson 
is mapping an all-out drive against the loan shark 
operators and how this frightening racket, which 
victimizes unsuspecting people unable to obtain loans 
from banks or legitimate lending agencies, is tied in 
with many of the gangland slayings. 

Whether convict John Fratus told the truth in 
retracting the testimony he gave in the Kerrigan 
trial is a question which will he decided by a 
Superior Court justice. But there seems to be little 
reason why he would manufacture a story about 
his experience in borrowing money from a loan 
shark. In any event, his statements in that respect 
had a familiar and convincing ring.

Soviets Also Probe UFO’s 

A few months ago one of the television networks 
showed an hour-long documentary which purported to 
investigate the Unidentified Flying Object (UFO) phe- 
nomina in depth. The documentary concluded if our 
memory serves us correctly, that there has been no 
tangible evidence to support the contention that Flying 
Saucers are real. 

One of the main points used to buttress the con¬ 
clusion was that our highly efficient military radar 
network had never recorded UFO’s on its screens. Al¬ 
though there have been no admitted radar sightings, 
the Air Force, which opened and operated Project 
Blue Book to investigate unidentified aerial phenomena, 
said that of two or three thousand sightings, it could 
explain the majority. However, it admitted there are 
still more than 600 sightings which have not been 
classified. 

Because of the intense interest in UFO’s, and be¬ 
cause of criticism the Air Force was withholding the 
truth from the public, a scientific investigation into 
the UFO phenomenon was ordered. 

A distinguished scientist was appointed to head 
the investigation. He is Dr. Edward E. Condon, a pro¬ 
fessor of physics, former head of the National Bureau 
of Standards and former president of the American 
Assn, for the Advancement of Science. The group he 
heads is based at the University of Colorado. 

The official report of the team probably won’t be 
made public for more than a year but, unofficially, it 
appears the scientists have not yet found solid evidence 
that UFO’s do in fact exist. 

Although the U.S. Air Force claims it has not 
detected any UFO’s on its radar, last week a Soviet 
scientist said there may really be such things as flying 
saucers from outer space. 

The scientist, identified only as F. Zigel, was writing 
in the current issue of the illustrated Soviet youth 
magazine Cmena. He said that Soviet radar screens 
have detected UFO’s for 20 years! 

The Soviet press for years has remained silent on 
the controversial, thought-provoking issue. 

The Cmena article showed the subject is now the 
object of serious Soviet scientific study. 

Zigel was identified as one of the editors of a 
book, “Inhabited Cosmos,” being prepared for publica¬ 
tion in Russia. The book will discuss the possibility 
of living beings in space and efforts to communicate 
with them. The chief editor of the book is B. P. Kon¬ 
stantinov, who, as a vice president of the Soviet Aca¬ 
demy of Science, is one of Russia’s most respected 
scientists. 

Zigel said there could be no doubt that UFO’s exist 
“but the nature of these objects is still not understand¬ 
able today.” 

When a Ruessain scientist, writing in an official 
Soviet publication, says Flying Saucers exist, then, per¬ 
haps, they might. After all, the Russians — with the 
help of a few Germans — put the first world-made 
object into space. 

We can hardly wait for the official reports of the 
American and Soviet scientific groups investigating 
what might be history’s greatest story. They are bound 
to be interesting reading. 

An Ounce Of Prevention 

Three long-term convicts last week advised high 
school students not to “waste your lives like we did.” 

It was advice that most convicts would give to 
youngsters if they had the chance. The three last week 
were given the chance to address 2100 students at 
Wilson High School in Tacoma, Washington. They 
were from McNeil Island Penitentiary, a nearby federal 
institution. Two were maximum security prisoners and 
the other was a minimum security felon. When they 
appeared on stage in the auditorium of the high school 
they were accompanied by the prison warden and five 
custodial guards. 

One, serving 11 years for a multi-million dollar 
swindle, told his intent audience that life in prison is 
full of “lonely days and long nights when you can hear 
another man screaming out of sheer loneliness.” 

Another told how as a kid he was always looking 
for “kicks”; how he started with barbiturates, then 
marijuana, then heroin, then, when he was sentenced 
to 30 years in the spring fo 1957, he realized “my kicks 
had ended.” 

He warned the students to “take heed because it 
could happen to you.” 

The third man, a counterfeit-forger-burglar, was a 
fugitive three time. He told the teen agers “there’s 
nothing enjoyable about being a fugitive. There’s noth¬ 
ing glamorous about being a criminal.” 

The idea for the program came up a few years 
ago when the high school principal was helping with 
a self-improvement workshop for prison inmates. “The 
inmates themselves thought they might be able to help 
potential juvenile delinquents from going astray by 
talking to them.” 

We think it is a good idea. A program should be 
instituted here in Massachusetts. There must be many 
men behind the walls at Walpole State Prison willing, 
even eager, to talk personally with the youth of the 
Commonwealth. To tell them they have found to their 
sorrow that crime does not pay. 

We feel that impressionable teen agers, both boys 
and girls, who, perhaps, have received a distorted pic¬ 
ture of crime and criminals in this television age, might 
learn an invaluable lesson. It might be a lesson they’d 
never forget.

Missed By Scouts 

Editor of The Graphic: 

A troop of Boy Scouts at¬ 
tended the April 17th meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen as 
a part of their merit badge 
requirements and to see how 
city government is conducted. 
It was a good thing that these 
future citizens retired at the 
intermission so that they were 
spared the disillusioning spec¬ 
tacle of how the expressed 

Planning is a developing 
dialogue between the city 
planner and the residents. 
Projects for particular par¬ 
cels of land, CANDOR feels, 
must be consonant with an 
overall plan in keeping with 
the character of the Garden 
City. 

In Newton today none of 
these policies seem to be re¬ 
ceiving more than lip serv¬ 
ice. City officials sem to in¬ 
vite and embrace almost any 
proposal for an office building 
or apartment house under the 
guise of broadening the tax 
base. The zoning code be¬ 
comes a minor legal hurdle. 
Residents who ask questions 
about spot zoning, traffic 
congestion and safety are 
treated like cranks and ob¬ 
structionists. 

Instead of a meaningful dia¬ 
logue between city officials 
and residents, we find mutual 
distrust which is rapidly de¬ 
teriorating into warfare. Some 
of the aldermen clearly feel 
they have a mandate so 
strong that they may frus¬ 
trate, wear down or brush 
aside those who question 
them. 

Some of the opposition 
doubtless comes from people 
who would oppose any change. 
Much of the mistrust stems 
from efforts by the mayor 
and likeminded aldermen to 
rush through changes in land 
use with little or no public 
discussion. 

And part of the mistrust 
can be traced to our city gov¬ 
ernment’s failure to take in¬ 
itiatives that would inspire 
confidence, such as taking 
positive action rather than 
showing minimal concern re¬ 
garding safety and fire dan¬ 
gers in the city. Traffic prob¬ 
lems are studied and re¬ 
studied. But instead of solv¬ 
ing existing problems, City 
Hall concentrates on com¬ 
pounding them. 

Meetings such as the Al¬ 
dermen held April 17 can only 
drive the voters and their rep¬ 
resentatives farther and far¬ 
ther apart.

Dedham Mall Opens With Sears, 
And A Galaxy Of Modern Shops 


Thousands of persons flock 
ed to Dedham yesterday for 
the official opening of the new 
Dedham Mall, one of the most 
spacious and beautiful shop¬ 
ping plazas in New England. 

Only seven establishments, 
Including the advertised “most 
beautiful Sears store in Amer¬ 
ica," were ready for businss 
on opening day in the climate- 
controlled Mall but 22 others 
will be opening shortly. 

Ultimately, the vast complex 
will embrace over a half-mil¬ 
lion square feet of business 
area at a total cost of approxi¬ 
mately $10,000,000. 

Grand opening ceremonies 
were held at 8:45 a.m. when 
Dedham town officials joined 
with officers of the various 
firms, and invited guests, in¬ 
cluding a representative of 
Gov. Volpe. in traditional rib¬ 
bon-cutting rites. 

Prominent at the opening 
day ceremonies was the man 
responsible for it all. He was 
Mike Pacella, head of the Pa- 
cella Bros. Corp., who con¬ 
ceived the idea many, many 
years ago and by preserver- 
ance and hard work brought it 
finally to fruition. 


It was the vision of the dy¬ 
namic, agressive construction 
company executive that turn¬ 
ed the swampy wasteland into 
a modern mercantile, tax-pro¬ 
ducing area for business. 

“I had the idea in 1949," Mr. 
Pacella said, “but it really 
wasn’t until four years later, 
in 1953, that we really began 
to concentrate and move on 
it. It has taken a long time 
but it has finally come into 
being.” 

Mr. Pacella, a fit 53 who 
started business with his 
five brothers in 1946 with 
the purchase of five pieces 
of war surplus equipment, 
explained the Mall eventu¬ 
ally will occupy all the area 
between V. F. W. Parkway 
and Washington st.

Studies Show 
Right Or Left 
Is All The Same 

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. 
(UPI)—Is your child right¬ 
eyed or left footed? 

It does not make any dif¬ 
ference, according to a study 
of three and four-year olds by 
the Pennsylvania State Uni¬ 
versity. 

Nancy K. Hultz, who made 
the study, found that neither 
age nor sex made any dif¬ 
ference in which side of the 
body a child favors. 

She studied 40 subjects, 30 
of which were right-handed 
and eight ambidextrous. 

The two southpaws were 
left-eyed but one favored his 
right foot and the other show¬ 
ed no preference. Five right¬ 
handers were left-eyed and 
62.5 per cent of the children 
were both right-handed and 
right-eyed. 

Miss Hultz developed a 
group of tests, eliminating 
items to which 80 per cent of 
the children showed consistent 
response. Measures of hand 
preference which she retained 
included hammering, placing 
marbles and pegs, drawing a 
man and turning an egg- 
beater. 

The children peeped through 
a kaleidoscope, peered at a 
shoe box peep show and re¬ 
ported their observations 
while looking at a folded pa¬ 
per cone in measurements of 
eye preferences. To gauge foot 
use, Miss Hultz noted which 
one a youngster used in step¬ 
ping off and up, or with which 
he kicked a ball and pushed 
around a block. 

Eye preference was definite¬ 
ly established with only one 
youngster showing none, but 
40 per cent of the children 
had no consistent foot pref¬ 
erence. Of the remainder, half 
were right-footed and 10 per 
cent more often used the left.

The lecture was the second 

public event held by the re¬ 
cently formed Catholic Inter¬ 
racial Council of Sacred Heart 
parish. The group has been 
formed under the presidency 
of Robert T. Capeless who 
introduced the officers and 
committee chairman of the 
Council. 

They include Dr. Francis 
W. Drinan, Mrs. Robert Daly, 
Judge Cornelius Moynihan, 
and Stuart Dobson. Commit¬ 
tee chairmen included Miss 
Catherine Hines, student ac¬ 
tivities: Robert Shields, ad¬ 
ministration and finance; 
Prof. Edward Hirsh, educa¬ 
tion; and Mrs. John Cort, so¬ 
cial action. 

Mrs. Cort outlined the pro¬ 
gram for the next public 
meeting of the Sac red Heart i 
Catholic Interracial Council J 
at which various groups 
such as METCO will send 
representatives to explain 
their programs. 

Sacred Heart pastor Most 
Rev. Eric F. MacKenzie wel¬ 
comed the 100 members of the 
parish interracial council 
present “This sort of move¬ 
ment has to come from the 
people,” Bishop MacKenzie 
declared. *‘I am convinced 
that the way to reach people 
is gradually. 

“I will be here to welcome 
you and assure you of my 
support and my blessing,” 
the Prelate declared. “But I 
am going to let you run your 
own show, and I want it clear 
that I am not dictating policy 
or methods”. 

Fr. Shea was introduced by 
Prof. Hirsh, a colleague at 
Boston College. 

‘‘The question before us,” 
declared Fr. Shea, ‘‘as citi¬ 
zens and particularly as 
Catholic citizens, is what to 
do with the Negro ghetto. 
Boston has a soltiahle Negro 
problem, because Boston 
has less than 10 per cent 
Negro population. However, 
it lives in a very tight ghetto 
and in a potentially difficult 
situation. 

“We should know something 

about ghettos. Most of you, 
or some of you, or at least, I, 
grew up in a ghetto, Fr. Shea 
said. ‘‘We used to talk about 
the Catholic ghetto ten years 
ago. 

“I would propose a princi¬ 
ple,” the Boston College Eng¬ 
lish professor said: ‘‘All ghet¬ 
tos are bad. Also, all ghettos 
must be broken. After that I 
ought to add that in a way 
they are not bad. They allow 
one to live in a familiar at¬ 
mosphere, in a man - sized 
world. 

“But the only way prog¬ 
ress takes place is by the 
destruction of the familiar,” 
he contended. 

“Inside the Irish ghetto we 

had some certainties. We 
knew who our enemies were. 
They were the Yankees. The 
Irish no longer see the Yank¬ 
ees as enemies, but it is char¬ 
acteristic of the ghetto to 
seek enemies. 

“After my trip to Selma, I 
made a resolution not to talk 



Jewish Legend Of Golem 
Frankenstein Influence 


William Steinhardt of 100 
Eliot Ave., West Newton, told 
a Bentley College audience 
Monday, Apr. 24. that the 
writing of the novel “Frank¬ 
enstein” in the early 19th 
century was influenced by a 
little known Jewish legend of 
the Golem. 

Addressing the Bentley Film 
Society before its showing of 
the 1920 production of “Der 
Golem,” Steinhardt, who is 


lieved in. Until the 19th cen¬ 
tury most people still be¬ 
lieved in the medieval science 
of the cabala, which suppos¬ 
edly gave the spark of life to 
the Golem.” 

He then told how Mary 
Shelley put “Frankenstein” 
in the modern setting of her 
English Romantic Movement. 

“ ‘Frankenstein’ became the 
Romantic Golem,” he said. 
‘Instead of a clay figure and

about it. But now civil rights 
is the deadest issue in the 
country, from Maine to Cali¬ 
fornia, and I think it would 
be good to recall what Selma 
stood for at that time.” 

Fr. Shea said that his pri¬ 
mary motive in going to Sel¬ 
ma originally was simply to 
accompany his students and 
to give them some kind of a 
responsible influence. 

Fr. Shea said that the col¬ 
ored district of Selma was 
the first Negro ghetto he 
had known. “The enemies 
were different. For the first 
time I learned to fear a 
policeman. The police were 
our enemies and they let 
you know it in no uncertain 
terms by shouting obsceni¬ 
ties and swinging at you 
with a club,” Fr. Shea re¬ 
called. 

He said that his part in the 
movement had mainly been 
doing public relations work 
for the civil rights movement, 
talking to national and even 
foreign newsmen until he at¬ 
tended a sermon advocating 
civil disobedience. 

“The minister was wearing 
the Southern Christian Lead¬ 
ership Conference uniform: 
boots, levis, khaki jacket and 
wearing some sort of a fez. 
Since then the FBI has shown 
he is a Communist. That is 
the way our ghetto defends 
itself,” Fr. Shea claimed. 

“But he was telling those 
of his listeners who could 
do so in conscience,—these 
people were very concerned 
about your conscience,—to 
go out and break the law. In 
Selma, picketing in a resi¬ 
dential district was against 
the law, and we were going 
out to picket the Mayor’s 
house on behalf of two white 
ministers who had been ar¬ 
rested,” Fr. Shea recalled. 
“But they Insisted that no 
one go out who could not be 
arrested without anger. They 
also insisted that we not an¬ 
swer insults and that we not 
defend ourselves, except by 
curling up into a ball to avoid 
being clubbed.” 

“I think that you should re¬ 
alize”, the Jesuit scholar con¬ 
tinued, “that when you form 
a Catholic Interracial Coun¬ 
cil, you are forming a scalpel, 
an instrument of de-ghettoiza- 
tion and that that will be a 
traumatic experience. 

“But the ghetto is false to 
the ideal of Christianity, 
which is to continuously bring 


the infinite into the finite, 
which means change,” Fr. 
Shea declared. 

He recommended that his 
listeners not form moral 
judgements on the people 
who oppose their activities 
on behalf of the Negro and 
told them that if they were 
not prejudiced, they should 
nevertheless, refrain from 
accusing other people of be¬ 
ing prejudiced. 

“There are economic rea¬ 
sons w-hy the problem must be 
solved,” he asserted. “If there 
is violence here, we will join 
the long list of cities where 
it is of dubious benefit to 
industries to locate them¬ 
selves.” 

Fr. Shea also called for 

planning on a Metropolitan 
scale. 

“In Boston, there are more 
jobs than people to fill them,” 
the priest said. “However, 
they are fairly high-level jobs 
and require seriobs training 
for the unemployed that we 
have. 

“These things can be said 
without self-flagellation,” he 
pointed out. “The problem 
can be handled on the basis 
of common good without ex¬ 
asperating consciences,” he 
concluded. 

In the question and answer 

period some of his listeners 
declared that they felt the 
problem of racial justice was 
basically moral and should be 
presented as such and that in 
fact they had found that peo¬ 
ple were touched precisely 
when the question was shown 
in the light of Christian prin¬ 
ciples. 

In the answer to other 

questions, Fr. Shea said that 
racial violence has been 
avoided in Boston until the 
present merely by accident 
and that Boston has no rea 
son to feel superior to cities 
like Rochester, N.Y., where 
there have been riots, but 
where more has been done to 
alleviate racial tensions.

A key to the city was pres¬ 
ented by Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas to Miss Ruth Bums, 
vice president of the Newton 
Zopta Club, during last Thurs¬ 
day's meeting at which she 
presided in the absence of the 
president, Miss Virginia Al¬ 
len. 

In his talk to the club mem¬ 
bers, the Mayor told of the 
need of the youth of the com¬ 
munity to realize its responsi¬ 
bility to the city, and said 
that the community must pro¬ 
vide help for the youth also. 

Other comment Mayor 
Basbas made was as follows: 

“Building No. 1 of Newton 
High School is absolutely 
aafe, but steps for the re¬ 
placement of the complex 
must be quickened. 

“The housing for the elder¬ 
ly is forthcoming at the Burr 
school site. There is also the 
need of housing for the low 
and middle income group, as 
6 percent of the residents are 
in the under $3000 income 
group. The Board of Aider- 
men has a committee to 
study the development and 
area for this type housing. 
The Federal Government can 
help in this regard through 
the Tax Sharing Program. Up 
to now, eight applications 
have been made, but nothing 
has come of it as yet. The 
money is not funneling down 
to the people who really need 
it, due to the complicated 
regulations of application for 
the funds. ‘‘The mayor sug¬ 
gested that we let our Con¬ 
gressmen know of the resi¬ 
dents desire to have the mon¬ 
ey given directly to the cities 
and towns, not the state. 


“The ground breaking cere¬ 
mony at Norumbega for the 
Marriot Motor Hotel will take 
place in the very near fu¬ 
ture.” Basbas said, “depend¬ 
ing on when the Governor is 
available.” 

The information was given 
that the Newton Civic Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra has prac¬ 
tice sessions at Meadowbrook 
Jr. High School every Sun¬ 
day evening from 7-9:30, and 
the public is allowed to at¬ 
tend.

Passover Holiday Honors 
Suffering Of Early Jews 


Passover, the week-long 
observance, now being mark¬ 
ed by Jews the world over, 
draws on the inspiration and 
the suffering of the past to 
look forward to a bright to¬ 
morrow. 

Passover represents the re¬ 
demption of the Jews from 
tyranny and the exodus from 
Egypt. 

The holiday is observed for 
a week by Reform Jews and 
for eight days by Conserva¬ 
tive and Orthodox Jews. 

The unleavened bread — 
matzah — is eaten to remind 
present day Jews of the flight 
of their dauntless ancestors 
from slavery. Hasty depar¬ 
tures were made which pre¬ 
vented sufficient time to per¬ 
mit the baking of regular 
bread. 

Bitter herbs also are eaten 
to recall the bitter tasks per¬ 
formed by the ancestors 
under the slavery of Egypt. 
Eggs and vegetables are dip¬ 
ped in salt water because the 
ancient slaves were not privi¬ 
leged to enjoy the delicacies 
of free men. Family leaders 
recline on cushions in the old, 
traditional oriental manner. 

In keeping with the obser¬ 
vance of the holiday, the fol¬ 
lowing Passover Message was 
issued by the Rabbinical 
Council of Massachusetts, 
through Rabbi Samuel I. 
Korff, president, affiliated 
with the Associated Syna¬ 
gogues of Massachusetts.

Critical of Brooke 

Editor of The Graphic: 

Letters in your newspaper 
indicate that the reasons for 
our recent criticism of Sena 
tor Edward W. Brooke have 
been misconstrued. We list 
them below in brief form. 

Senator Brooke campaigned 
for election last Fall criticiz¬ 
ing the Vietnam War. Now, 
only a few months later, he 
has suddenly reversed his po¬ 
sition to wholehearted back¬ 
ing of the Johnson war poli¬ 
cies. If elections are to mean 
anything in this country, Mr. 
Brooke has a special respon¬ 
sibility to tell us why. Yet, 
he has not been able to give 
any convincing reason for this 
change. The basic facts of 
the Vietnamese war have not 
changed since the November 
elections, and it was Mr. 
Brooke’s awareness of these 
facts which led to his out¬ 
spoken opposition to this war 
while he was running for of¬ 
fice. 

The war is still taking a 
brutal toll of civilians and 
children, now as in Novem¬ 
ber. The Johnson Administra¬ 
tion is still backing the cor¬ 
rupt landowners and military 
of South Vietnam with the 
lives of our soldiers. The war 
is still basically a civil war 
by the peasants against the 
landlords. The most crucial 
issue for peace negotiations is 
still the stopping of American 
bombings. The Johnson Ad¬ 
ministration is still escalating 
the war. The danger of a big 
war with China or Russia or 
both is increasing. American 
basic interests are still not 
threatened in tiny Vietnam. 

Senator Brooke knew all 
this when he asked us for our 
votes in November. We ask 
Senator Brooke again: The 
situation in Vietnam has not 
changed; did you change for 
political considerations?

Democracy In Action 

Editor of The Graphic: 

The citizens of Newton who 
were present at the meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night Apr. 17, saw 
“democracy in action,’* ac¬ 
cording to Mr. We n d e 11 
Bauckman, who was conduct¬ 
ing the meeting. The irony of 
his statement was obvious to 
those who had come to hear 
a vote of the Board of Aider- 
men on the rezoning for busi¬ 
ness of an empty lot in a resi¬ 
dential area. Because of this 
“democracy in action,’* no 
vote was taken. 

The land involved in the 
“democracy in action” epi¬ 
sode lies on Washington St. 
near the intersection of 
Routes 16 and 128. The Pent- 
land Development Corpora¬ 
tion wishes to develop this 
land into Union Mutual Plaza, 
a three - building complex 
named for the insurance com¬ 
pany which will own the build¬ 
ings. The residents of the 
area oppose the development 
since it will aggravate an al¬ 
ready serious traffic problem 
and since it may affect prop¬ 
erty values by changing the 
character of the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

The Claims and Rules Com¬ 
mittee, aware of the objec¬ 
tions of the residents, never- 
thless reported favorably on 
the petition. The favorable re¬ 
port based on a 6 to 2 vote, 
was given by Mr. Franklin 
Flaschner in an interminable 
speech which should have 
been followed by a minority 
report. What followed was a 
demonstration of political 
gymnastics which prevented 
the Board from voting. When 
Mr. Flaschner finally finished 
his report, Mr. Winslow C. 
Auryansen rose and on a 
“charter point” forced a post¬ 


ponement of the vote until the 
next meeting. 

His reason seemed to be the 
absence of an alderman. This 
tactic, while technically cor¬ 
rect, most certainly resulted 
in prolonged frustration for 
the residents and a time ex¬ 
tension for the petitioner to | 
convince more aldermen of 
the worth of the petition. An 
unofficial polling of some of 
the aldermen indicated that 
had the petition been voted on 
last night, it would have been 
defeated. The seldom used 
“charter point” succeeded in 
giving the advocates of the 
petition more time to argue 
their cause. 

It was at the invocation of 
the “charter point” that Mr. 
Bauchman informed the tired, 
irate citizens, who had been 
sitting quietly waiting for 
more than three hours for the 
vote, that Mr. Auryansen had 
the right to do what he did 
that this is “democracy in 
action.” 

There was something night¬ 
marish in listening to Mr. 
Bauchman read the section 
of the rules justifying Mr. 
Auryansen’s action and cau¬ 
tion the interested citizens 
against bad manners when 
they vocally expressed their 
outrage. They had just wit¬ 
nessed an exhibition of moral 
bad manners that would have 
turned a less admirably con¬ 
trolled group into a screaming 
mob. These patient residents 
have been alternately Ignored 
and insulted throughout the 
entire period of the Pentland 
petition. What they need is a 
service not yet provided by 
Newton—a new kind of C.P.A. 
—Citizens’ Political Advisor— 
to protect them against the 
manipulations of their own 
elected officials. 

When the matter finally 
comes to a vote, the sincere, 
hardworking, honorable aider- 
men—and there are many of 
them—will, by defeating the 
petition both uphold the rights 
of residents over those of bus¬ 
iness interests and repudiate 
the actions of the political 
manipulators.

In tribute to the revered 
memory of the late Rabbi 
Herman H. Rubenovitz, the 
Board of Directors of Temple 
Mishkan Tefila, Chestnut Hill, 
has established an annual 
Memorial Lecture in his 
name, and Professor Cyrul H. 
Gordon of Brandeis Univer¬ 
sity, where he is chairman of 
the Department of Mediterra¬ 
nean Studies, will give the 
initial lecture. 

It will take place Sunday 
evening, May 7, at 8 o’clock, 
in the temple, 300 Hammond 
Pond Pkwy. The subject of 
Dr. Gordon’s lecture will be 
“The Bible in the Light of 
Recent Discovery.” 

The professor is an elo¬ 
quent speaker whose address¬ 
es have caught the imagina¬ 
tion of audiences throughout 
the country. An authority on 
the Near East, he has had 
many years of archeological 
exploration and excavation. 
Also a biblical scholar whose 
insights have illuminated 
understanding and apprecia¬ 
tion of the Bible, his many 
books and articles reveal his 
vast erudition in the history, 
religion and literature of the 
Near East. 

Rabbi Rubenovitz was the 
pioneer of Conservative Juda¬ 
ism in New England. He serv¬ 
ed as Rabbi of Temple Mish¬ 
kan Tefila from 1910-1946 and 
as Rabbi Emeritus until his 
passing on April 8, 1966. He 
was a recognized leader in 
Jewish communal life and a 
distinguished representative 
of his people in the religious 
and civic affairs of the gen¬ 
eral community. 

He was a founding member 
of the United Synagogue of 
America; a leader of the 
early Zionist movement; and 
a founder of the Rabbinical 
Association and of the Asso¬ 
ciated Synagogues of Greater 
Boston. He was the author in 
collaboration with his wife of 
“The Waking Heart,” a sig¬ 
nificant contribution to the 
history of Conservative Juda¬ 
ism in the United States and 
particularly in New England.

owing to the rapid increase in 
human knowledge. 

"There are many plans for 
organization of pupils and 
teachers," elementary school 
coordinator Welch informed 
his listeners. ‘‘I have seen 
lists of 160 to 165 different 
plans for organization. 

"The labels 'team-teach¬ 
ing’ and ‘non-graded’ are in 
themselves meaningless. The 
expression ‘team-teaching’ 
is not restricted to any 
finite number of plans. 
Many times it just refers to 
departmentalization of tea¬ 
chers or ability grouping 
of pupils. 

"About half of the elemen¬ 
tary schools in Newton now 
have some form of coopera¬ 
tive teaching. No two are 
alike. At the Oak Hill School 
the plans vary from grade to 
grade,” Welch declared. 

"Thus the labels do not 
mean too much unless they are 
exactly defined. Non-graded 
classrooms imply more indi¬ 
vidual attention. But some 
self- contained classrooms 
aie able to give more individu¬ 
al attention," he added. 

Welch explained that all 
Newton elementary schools 
have some form of "mobility" 
v'hereby students get out of 
their clasrooms for certain 
activities and that all ele¬ 
mentary schools bring i n 
specialists, so that the term 
"self-contained classroom,” 
which indicates that one tea¬ 
cher has exclusive charge of 
the pupils in a given grade 
for a year, is also misleading. 

Principal Atkins announc¬ 
ed that lie had been "chosen 
to defend the self-contained 
classroom. It has a pretty 
archaic image. In fact 
sometimes it has been call¬ 
ed ‘self-contaminated’,” lie 
joked. 

"However," he continued, 
“I would like to make it clear 
that the self-contained class¬ 
room is also a possible form 
of progressive education. 

"I think," the Underwood 
principal affirmed, "that when 
we look at organization first 
we are working backwards. 
We should look at the kids 
first.

COD! The name conjures 
up visions of Grand Banks 
dories, oilskins, codfish cakes, 
and steaming chowders. But 
Sport? Yes, sport! 

Throughout the winter, and 
into April and May, while 
more glamorous species are 
far from New England, shoals 
of Codfish are fanning out in 
the Bay State’s inshore wa¬ 
ters. Though old Gadus Mor- 
hua doesn’t hit like a Striper 
or jump like a Tarpon his 
stubborn, ponderous battle 
when hooked is the welcome 
end to a winter of daydreams 
for thousands of local salt 
water fishermen. 

Within a ten mile radius of 
downtown Boston there are 
at least a half-dozen top notch 
shore fishing spots for Cod. 
Boat fishermen have an even 
longer list to choose from. 

Inside city limits, shore 
fishermen at Castle Island 
catch plenty of five and six 
pounders, and an occasional 
ten pound or over “steaker.” 
Just north of the city, at 
Revere, there is a boat livery 
within rowing distance of 
good Cod grounds. As in most 
Cod fishing areas, an added 
bonus here is the tasty and 
very abundant Winter Floun¬ 
der. 

A few miles north the Lynn 
Harbor side of the causeway 
going out to Nahant has its 
Cod devotees, many of whom 
fish all winter. The best tides 
here are from two hours be¬ 
fore to two hours after low 
tide. Then inshore mussel 
beds are high and dry and it’s 
an easy cast into the deep 
waters of the channel, where 
the fish are concentrated in 
a smaller area than at high 
tide. 

The rocky points of Little 
and Big Nahant are also good 
for Cod, though parking is 
limited in certain areas. Fish 
a few hours before and after 
high tide here, preferably in 
the early morning or on an 
overcast day, and get ready 
for almost anything. 

A fellow I know thought he’d 
latch onto a submarine at 
Bass Point a few years ago. 
It was no sub, but the 64 
pound Cod he landed after 
more than an hour of tug of 
war, provided a lot of chow¬ 
der ingredients. 

There are boat liveries at 
Bass Point and in Lynn Har¬ 
bor, both of which have bait 
and fishing information avail¬ 
able. 

Closer to Boston’s south 
shore there are three boat 
liveries in Quincy, two in 
Hull, and one in Hingham. 
All are shortdistances from 
Quincy and Hingham Bays, 
and both bays are loaded with 
Cod and Flounder. 

At the tip of Nantasket is 
Pemberton Point, or Hull Gut, 
a prime shore fishing loca¬ 
tion. The heavy tide makes it 
difficult to fish bottom at 
times, but it is a tried and 
true hot spot for April Cod. 

One of the best spots for 


shore Cod fishing in the state 
is the east end of the Cape 
Cod Canal, both inside the 
canal and from the long 
breakwater on its north side. 
There are some big Cod here, 
but bring a lot of hooks and 
sinkers, as the canal is full 
of mussel beds. 

Shore Cod fishing can be 
productive at almost any 
place where there is deep 
water close to shore usually 
off a rocky point, wall or jet¬ 
ty, or in a harbor channel or 
river motuh. Most tackle 
stores are good sources of 
information. 

Boat liveries are too nu¬ 
merous to mention here, but 
those interested in a list may 
write to Henry Moore at the 
Boston Herald, for his Massa¬ 
chusetts Marine Fishing 
Guide. 

Most liveries have opened 
by now at least on weekends, 
and party boat captains all 
along the coast have been 
bringing back satisfied parties 
and boat-loads of Cod for 
weeks already. 

Nearby towns with at least 
two boat liveries now in oper¬ 
ation, are Marblehead Salem, 
Marshfield, Scituate, and 
Plymouth. Party boats are 
currently bottom fishing out 
of Gloucester, Rockport, 
Marshfield, Plymouth, Scitu¬ 
ate, and even downtown Bos¬ 
ton, where the 83 foot, 65 pas¬ 
senger M.V. Stardust sails 
daily out of India Wharf. 

Most Bay State Cod fisher¬ 
men, whether boat or shore, 
bottom fish with seaworms or 
sea clams. Worms are slightly 
more effective usually more 
expensive, and much less dur¬ 
able on the hook. 

Some deep water, party 
boat fishermen prefer over¬ 
sized diamond jigs. The jigs 
are good for Cod, and, when 
they arrive, big Pollack; but 

Soon Stripers will begin 
swarming along the coast, 
and most sportfishermen will 
forget the Cod, which will 
begin moving into deeper, 
colder waters. Boat-loads of 
"just plain” fishermen will 
journey offshore to take them 
all summer though; and early 
next spring, before the snow 
is gone, even the "pros” will 
again be baiting up for Cod, 
the king of early spring, 
they’ll rarely attract the de¬ 
licious Haddock, and never 
the Winter Flounder. 

Standard Cod fishing bait 
rigs consist of the sinker at 
the end of monofilament lead¬ 
er or spinning line, and a foot 
or two above the sinker the 
first hook on a leader of at 
least a foot. One or two addi¬ 
tional hooks can be added at 
intervals up the line. Often a 
different bait is put on each 
hook to find out what they’re 
hitting. 

If bottom feeding Winter 
Flounder are present, they 
can be taken on a flounder- 
sized hook baited with a piece 
of worm, an inch or two above 
the sinker.

The Underwood School, 
contains children with a great 
variety of intelligences and 
social and economic back¬ 
ground, and an increasing 
number of children with 
emotional problems, Atkins 
stated, and explained that he 
considers the diversity an as- 
s^t and tries to make sure 
that all kinds of children are 
in each classroom. 

"We aim at helping the 
child to develop into an ef¬ 
fective adult, who knows how 
and dares to tackle his prob¬ 
lems. We try to strengthen 
their self-concepts. We try to 
aid them to manage them¬ 
selves, to make decisions and 
to take the responsibility 
for them,” Atkins said. 

"We try to give them a 
sense of obligation as mem¬ 
bers of the various groups 
to which they will belong,” he 
added. 

"I don’t think it’s the or¬ 
ganization which counts at 
all,” Atkins said. "It's the 
teacher; it’s the atmosphere 
in the classroom, in the 
school. 

"The question is,” he ex¬ 
plained, "whether the atmos¬ 
phere allows the child to do 
creative -thinking, to be inde¬ 
pendent, to make mistakes. 
We cannot solve problems by 
administratve fiat. Organiza¬ 
tion help things along, but it 
is secondary. 

"The organization is ever- 
changing. Teachers and their 
styles change. My own think¬ 
ing has changed in the last 
year-and-one-half," Atkins con¬ 
fessed. "The problems change. 
We don’t pretend that our 
kind or organization is going 
to be here forever. 

"The self-contained class¬ 
room is not isolated at all. 
We no longer put the children 
in one room, with one teacher 
and close the door. Basically, 
one particular teacher remains 
in charge of the experience 
that a group of children will 
have during a year, of the to¬ 
tal development of those chil¬ 
dren during the year. But she 
is assisted by a number of 
different people," the Under¬ 
wood principal said. 

"Even when we keep the 
children in one place, we ro¬ 
tate the kind of stimuli they 
receive: we bring in special¬ 
ists, we bring in a great num¬ 
ber of parents to read to the 
children; we are working with 
group discussions; tutors come 
in. And the children go out for 
music, woodworking and phys¬ 
ical education. 

"One of the advantages of 
the self-contained classroom,” 
Atkins said, "is flexibility of 
timing. You have one teacher 
who can do with the kids 
■what she wants. For instance, 
if a teacher feels it useful to 
I let the children paint twice as 
long as usual one day, she can 
do it," Atkins stated. 

"Of course,” he admitted, 
"there is nothing worse than 
a group of children commitcd 
for a whole year to the exclu¬ 
sive care of a very poor teach¬ 
er. But we try to avoid that 
by getting better teachers. 

"We work on the rhythm of 
the child. The teacher in the 
self-contained classroom knows 
when to encourage, when to 
take the pressure off. And 
this deeper understanding 
makes it easier to talk to the 
parents," Atkins said. 

He also pointed out that 
' it is easier for the teacher 
who has complete charge of 
a classroom to make her pu- 
j pils see the connection be¬ 
tween different subjects, and 
used as an example a course 
in social science on the bush- 
| men in the Kalahari desert, 
where mathematics, science 
and anthropology can be tied- 
in by making the children 
graph climatic data, compare 
it with the New England cli¬ 
mate, and see the importance 
of the environment in the hab¬ 
its of the bushmen. 

Atkins was followed by 
Miss Ruth Chadwick of the 
Horace Mann School, who 
claimed that in a way her 
non-graded school is old- 
fashioned and not revolution¬ 
ary at all. 

Ironically, graded schools 
were introduced the United 
States by Horace Mann, who 
had seen them in Prussia. Pre¬ 
viously, in the United States, 
once population growth had 
brought additional personnel 
into the one-room, one-teacher, 
school there had been a tend¬ 
ency toward something like 
team- teaching with each 
teacher specializing in one 
area, but with several teach¬ 
ers working with one large 
group of children. 

Miss Chadwick explained 
that at her school, apart from 
kindergarten, there are four 
divisions of pupils. The first 
of these has 68 pupils between 
the ages of 6 and 8 and 
three teachers. The second has 
47 pupils between the ages of 
seven and nine and tw r o 
teachers. The third has three 
teachers and 68 pupils again, 
but this time the ages go 
from eight to ten. And, final¬ 
ly, the fourth group has for¬ 
ty-eight 10 and 11-year-olds 
attended by two teachers. 

The mixture of children of 
different ages is a healthy 
one, Miss Chadwick contends, 


and, In fact, the children in 
some cases cross over froml 
one unit to another, if the in-j 
struction given in the othei 
unit in a particular spbject| 
meets their needs better. 

Miss Chadwick said that] 
she hopes that within five 
years ’ nothing will happen on 
the last day of school," that 
is to say the shift from one 
unit to another will take plac< 
any time the child is ready 
for it. 

"There is no research which 
proves that one size group ii 
better than another." Miss 
Chadwick reported. "All toe 
often the issue is confused be 
cause we have used the sam€ 
techniques with different sized 
groups." 

There are three basic group 
sizes, according to the Horaci 
Mann principal. The first is 
where one pupil is faced with 
one teacher, that is when h« 
is being tutored, as is fre 
quently necessary. Obviously 
the other teachers must N 
doing something with tht 
other children at the sam< 
time. 

The second sized group con 
tains six to eight pupils. Th 
permits a form of instructior 
which is lost if one broaden: 
the group. "If there an 
larger groups, we very obv 
ously resort to other tech 
niques, and this is enormou: 
ly important. We must dete 
mine what things are appro 
priate when one is teachin 
25 or 26 children,” Mis 
Chadwick asserted. 

The Horace Mann organi: 
tion also permits teacher 
who are sharing a classroon 
to develop their skills in on 
area. An even more sign.if; 
cant factor, according t 
Miss Chadwick, is that th 
system allows several teacl 
ers to get to know a chili 
over a period of four or fi 
years, instead of having thi 
child passed to a new teache 
each year. 

The third principal at th 
School Committee meetin, 
Mrs. Clarke of the Oak Hi 
School, declared she think 
the term "team teaching” a| 
originally coined for Lexinj 
ton refers to a different set] 
up than the one existing r 
her school. The Lexingtoi 
teams are fairly large wit 
one person definitely i 
charge, she explained, when 
as the Oak Hill groups 
teachers are small and on| 
teacher coordinates, but i 
not in charge of the others 

“Coope rative teaching’! 
goes on in grades four, fiv 
and six at the Oak Hi 
School. And Mrs. Clark 
claims that the teachers lov 
it, because five out of th 
nine teachers who started th 
experiment with her seve 
years ago are still involvec 

flhe explained that ther 
are six groupings by abilit 
within each grade. Childre 
can be moved up or dow 
within a grade. 

In answer to a question b 
School Committeeman Vir 
cent Paul Stanton, Mri 
Clarke replied that the chil 
dren are very much awarj 
of the group they are in b< 
cause of their ability, but tha 
on the other hand, they ar 
not constantly faced wit 
children who have far su 
perior ability to them in 
particular subject. 

Mrs. Clarke said that a 
the Oak Hill School her teach 
ers "must share and shar 
alike. There are no prim 
j donnas. They learn to evali 
1 ate themselves and to evah 
ate each other.” 

School Committeemen Ec 
win Hawkridge and Mrs. Noi 
ma Mintz told the elemeni 
ary school principals th 
they were more impressei 
with their common philosoph; 
of emphasis on the child am 
on flexibility than with orga 
nizational difference. 

However, Hawkridge point 
ed out that the Underwooi

Country's Oldest Tennis 
League Resumes On May 2

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Parish Hall Setting For 
Spring Festival Tomorrow 


With the advent of day¬ 
light savings time, the Subur¬ 
ban Tennis League will begin 
its 32nd year of club competi¬ 
tion on May 2. It is the oldest 
and most active Tennis 
League in the U.S.A., and was 
originally founded by Malcom 
Hill of Newton. 

Its purpose has been to pro¬ 
vide organized men’s doubles 
competition. This year the 
league consists of 5 divisions, 
one Class “A”, two Class “B” 
(North and South), and two 
Class “C” (North and South). 
Each league fields ten teams 
and each week fifty teams 
compete. Every club fields 
three men’s doubles teams or 
six players. There will be 300 
players competing weekly. 
Matches are held once a week 
and a total of nine matches 
are played by each team. In¬ 
cluding alternates it is esti¬ 
mated 500 players participate 
during the months of May 
and June. 

The league which started in 
1935 can boast of three origin¬ 
al players who will still be 
active in this years competi¬ 
tion. They are Donald M. Hill, 
Jr., Calvin A. Hill, brothers, 
and Harrison F. Rowbotham. 
They all play for the Waban 
Neighborhood Club. The orig¬ 
inal League consisted of four 
teams. They were Waban, two 
Wellesley teams and the Hun- 
newell Club. 

The present League is com¬ 
posed of 25 different clubs. 
William Goodman, III of Wel¬ 
lesley Hills is presently sev- 
ing his second term as Chair¬ 
man and is successor to Barry 
P. Lambert, Jr. of Dover, who 
served for the previous three 
years. Sidney L. Cohen of 
Newton is serving as Publicity 
Director. 

The league has made it a 
policy in recent years of mak¬ 
ing annual contributions to 
the Youth Tennis Foundation 
whose President is Harrison 
F. Rowbotham, Second Vice 
President to the USLTA.
